There was further discussion, 
and the amendment reducing the rate to that 
proposed by the Tariff Commission was re- 
jected by a vote of 96 to 80. The only Re- 
publicans who voted for the amendment, de- 
spite the eloquent speech of Mr. Kas- 
son, were himself, Anderson, Farwell 
ot Iowa, and Updegraff, while three 
Democrats—Frost, Cassidy, and Klotz 
—voted against it, as also did 
three Greenbackers—Jones, Hazeltine, and 
Ford. There was some spasmodic skirmish- 
ing over the various other items affecting the 
prodfiicts of lead, but all amendments were 
rejected, 

During the debate Henry Watterson ap- 
peared on the floor, and engaged in conver- 
sation with Carlisle, Tucker, and leading 
Democrats. 

While he was so engaged Mr. Brumm, of 
Pennsylvania, a Greenbacker and protection- 
ist, made a vicious attack on the Peunsyl- 
vania tariff Democrats, who, he said, were 
always ready to cry the loudest for protec- 
tion in Pennsylvania, but who were not found 
voting with the protectionists in the House. 
He denounced their conduct asinsincere and 
cowardly. Brumm’s speech was evidently 
designed to smoke Randall out, and it suc- 
ceeded. Randall declared that he spoke in 
“my own representative relation.” * So 
far as this tariff is concerned,” he said, * I 
want to fix itso as to cover the gap between 
the foreign and the American laborer.” He 
declared that, for his own part, he greatly 
preferred the Commission bill, and that the 
votes he had given in the House on the 
amendments to the Ways and Means bill 
were governed by that preference.

DEPOSITS. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 31.—[{Globe- 
Demoerat,}—Secretary Teller has written to 
the Land Commissioner calling attention to 
Nevada, 
Representative Rosecrans from California, 
Messrs. Whittemore and McKeee, attorneys, 
San Francisco, and W. W. Morrow, Wash- 
ington, in relation to entries of public lands 
in the States of California and Nevada con- 
taining valuable deposits of borax. These 
deposits, though valuable, are not. of sufii- 
cient value to permit their being entered un- 
der the Tining laws, ifthe land cireular of 
Sept. 22, 1882, is applicable to entries of Jan 
containing borax and other valuable de- 
posits. The citcular referred to provided 
that one individual might enter twenty acres 


TO SUCH 


Of land and that no combination could enter 


inore than 160 acres. It was required that 
each entry should have $500 worth of im- 
provements within one year. Persons in- 
terested desire that the regulations of the 
act of 1881, which had special reference to 
applications for placer claims, should 
be continued in forcé so far as they relate to 
deposits of borax. These regulations did 
net provide for the expenditure of $500 for 
each locanon of en! acres, 

Believing that practical eiféct should be 
given to the mining laws of the United 
States, the Secretary of the Interior is of the 
opinion that to aptly new regulations to such 
entries would result in éseliding such lauds 
from salé and depriving the people of the 
benefit of the use of these nattiral prodnets. 
Secretary Teller directs, therefore, the Land 
Cotumisstoners to permit entries of public 
lands containing valuable deposits of borax, 
carbonate and nitrate of soda, sulphur, 
ree and — in the States of California 
one savage gna the Territories of Arizona

NINETEEN MEN, 
AND WHAT THEY DID LAST NIGHT AT NEW 
YORK. 

New Yorks, Feb. 1.—[Special. ]—The meet- 
ing tonight at the Cooper Union, in the inter- 
est of protection, was under the management 
of nineteen men pretending to refyesent the 
interests of labor,.but who inaugurated the 
movement purely to protect their own mo- 
nopolies. Their names afe: Ulysses 5B. 
Grant, Le Grand B. Cannon, Edward H. Am- 
midon, Benjamin G. Clarke, Solon Hum- 
phreys, George b. Butier, Charles 8S. Smith, 
Charles L. Tiffany, William L. Strong, 
James A. Burden, Frederick A. Putts, Coy- 
nelius N. Bliss, Alfred RK. Whitney, Daniel 
F. Appleton, John Roach, William A. Gel- 
latly, Selig S. Fisher, Levi L. Brown, 
and Dexter A. Hawkins. With 
scarcely an exception, every man of them has 
attained weaith and position by being en- 
abled to so influence legislation that the 
Government by taxing the whole people has 
enabled them to build up @ monopoly, each 
in his own business. Tonight they stood on 
the platform of Cooper Union for woolen 
mills, cotton mills, iron foundries, watch fac- 
tories, and shipyards. Not a. man of them 
represents any industry developed under the 
stimulns of open competition. Every man 
of them has been enriched by the artificial 
help of a protective tariff. It will repay the 
reader to investigate the antecedents of these 
patriots. 

The association puts Gen. Grant forward 
as its figurehead. By lending the use of his 
name to this association, Gen. Grant has 
placed himself in a very curious position, for

THE MASS-MEETING. 
PETER COOPER’S SPEECH. 

New York, Feb. L—A mass-meeting was 
held in Cooper Union today under the aus- 
pices of the New York Association for the 
Protection of American Industry. The great 
hall was so crowded thatit was almost im- 
possible to find standing room. Peter Cooper 
presided, assisted by William E. Dodge. 
Among the Vice-Presidents were Hamilton 
Fish, John Jaceb Astor, the Hon. Edwin D. 
Morgan, A. A. Low, Whitelaw Reid, Judge 
Noah Davis, Jesse Seligman, the Hon. John 
Jay, the Hon. William UH. Reobert- 
son, Jacob D. Vermilye, Russell Sage, 
Clinton B, Fisk, Hugh J. Hastings, the Hon. 
Seth Low, David Dows, and Johu H. Starin. 
Mr. Cooper said he was glad to see the atten- 
tion of the American people fixed on the 
question of free trade and protection. ‘** The 
free traders of other countries have tried to 
persuade* us to adopt their teachings. 
Should they be adopted, our mechanics 
would be forced to work for 
starvation wages or abandon _ their 
trades and become the competiters of the 
agricultural laborers of the eountry. Our 
Sonty would, if those theories were adopt- 

ed, be reduced to the condition of Lreland, 
Spain, and Mexico. We would produce the 
raw materials, ahd others would do the man- 
ufacturing. Such a policy would bring ruin 
upon hundreds of thousands of American 
workmen, who have fothing to sell but their 
labor.

WILLIAM E. DODGE. 

William E. Dodge followed, and said it 
was time to let the country know what they 
meant and what nat meant todo. Labor 
had been made to believe capital was its op- 
pressor, when it was its protector. ‘Capital 
does not need protection as much as labor. 
In the south of Wales may be seen in the 
great iron foundries men stripped naked to 
the waist at their tasks, ahd waited on by 
Welsh girls from 16 years of age and upward: 
who work side by side with the men. An 
those men received as waxes but a pittance 
of what we pay her@ in American foundries, 
wheré we do hot employ women, and girls. 
These men on Sunday may be seen wenrtine 
the clothes in which they worked week days. 
In thiscountry, on the other hand—at Seran- 
ton, fur instance—-you may see workinginen 
with their wives and children Sunday clad 
like gentlemen and ladies. And do we wish 
now to take from our workingmen the pro- 
tection which permits them to live like men, 
and not like those who toil in the factories 
of Enrope?”’ 

WILLIAM M. BEVARTS, 

William M, Evarts said he was very glad 
an organization that knows its own mind and 
possesses Ds ge for the work it means to 
accomplish is engugred in presenting the 
question whether or not the labor of this 
country is to be protected. The late elec- 
tions have proven, if they have 
proven anything, that the people 
are to the tasters: that ek- 
travagance and willful misuse of public 
money by_ the public servants. must be 
stopped. There were only two points em- 
phasized by the volee of the peuple at 
the fate election. The question nuw epmes 
whether, in reducing the revenues of the 
Government, the tariif system shall be so ar- 
ranged as to benefit our own industries or 
the industries of foreign countries. ‘I'he 
Auerican laboters knew on which side 
their bread is buttered, and there can 
be no doubt what their answer to the 
question will be. In the days of the 
colonies, England wanted us to devote our- 
selves to. catching fish and killing bears, 
While they would furnish us with all our 
manufactures, After we had gained our in- 
dependence the English, chagrined at the 
loss of our trade, tried to regain their power 
over this country by what they called the 
laws Of trade. Mr. Evarts thén gave asketchi 
of the causes of the panic of 1887, and 
traced the ups and downs of tariff 
legislation from the time of Henry 
Clay. He said: “The War of the Rebellion 
has left ts a. debt which it was necessary to 
pay. We were thus obliged to raise a large

THE *“PARSEE MERCHANT.” 
A CLEAR-CUT ANALYSIS OF THE WAYS AND 
MEANS BIL. 

New Yorks, Feb, 1.—[{Speciah}—What the 
pretense of “tariff revision’’ means has 
been shown if various wa&ysin the debate 
on the Senate bill. It means higher duties 
on thé common necegsaties of life and a 
hehvier burden of taxation in the face of a 
large sufplus revenue. The House bill is no 
better, and Mr. J. 8. Moore, who is an -ac- 
knowledged master of intricacies of tariff 
legislation, has made for your correspond- 
ent an analysis of the duties imposed in the 
Ways and Means Commiitee’s bill as these 
affect the farmers of the country, who are 
the great unprotected class. The following list 
of duties levied in the House Tariff bill upon 
the American farmer and his household isa 
curiosity in legislation which is worth the 
closest study of every farmer and mechanic; 

THE GROUNDS. 

**As you approach a farm-house,” says Mr. 
Moore, “you see a fence. If this fence is 
made of sawed lumber the House bill levies 
on that a totally unnecessary duty of 20 per 
cent; if it is made of wire the House bill ex- 
acts a tax of from 30 to 50 per cent.” If he 
uses. barbed-wire, even Mr. Moore does not 
for the present undertake to say how much 
more the farmer must pay.

COMMITTEE WORK. 
JUDICIARY. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, Feb. 1.—|Special.|— 
The committees ground away at another fair 
grist of bills today and succeeded in making 
considerable progress. The House Judi- 
ciary Committee gleefully ran the knife into 
Mr. Greathouse’s bill giving County Courts 
concurrent jurisdiction with Circuit Courts 
in divorce cases. Mr. Greathouse comes 
from Calhoun County, where the terms of 
the Circuit Court are rather far “apart, so 
that the Cireuit Judges rarely get around. 
This, according to Mr. Greathouse, ipter- 
fered very greatly with peopie who desired 
to get divorces in a hurry, and who could 
be accommodated at any time if the 
County Court were only clothed with this 
additional jurisdiction. Mr. Quinn raised a 
laugh by asking the author if he had an emer- 
gency clause attached to his bill, and the 
committee finally concluded that it wouldn’t 
be just the proper thing to put the settlement 
of such nice and delicate questions as are fre- 
quently involved in divorce cases into the 
hands of the average County Judge through- 
out the State. 

COMMON CARBIERS. 

Mr. Mathews’ bill to make the fast-freight 
lines common carriers, and subject to the 
regulations govern such corporations, 
s0 that a plaint with a judgment 
can stand some show of _§recover- 
ing, appeared to strike a popular chord 
and was referred to a sub-comwittee to be 
redrafted 


Mr. Higgins’ bill to punish hotel dead- 
beats was showed under, the majority of the 
committee taking the ground that it was de- 
cidedly too sweeping in its terms; that it 
might be used as a means of extortion 
against innocent people temporarily out of 
funds, and that there was no good reason 
why the Legisiature should. protect hotel- 
keepers in preference to the butcher, baker, 
and candiestickmaker of the country. 

WIFE-BEATERS. 


Quinn’s Wife-Beating bill got through in 
its redrafted form, but not without some lit- 
tle opposition. Mr. Worthington feared its 

rovisions might be a little too hard on 

usbands who occasionally engaged in play- 


ul little scrimmages with their wives, and ; 


both parties forget all about them the next 
day, but the committee held that the words, 
“willful and malicious,” qualify the 
wife-beating, would obviate any hardship on 
that score. Quinn grew eloquent over 
prospect of at last meting out justice for 
wife-beaters, and, in answer to Mr. Worthing- 
ton’s objection, warmly declared it his 
urpose to interfere with a class of 
usbands who “petted their wives 
for passion thumped them 
for pastime.” Mr. Yancey demolished 
the sentimental objection against the revival 
of the whipping-post, by declaring that there 
was a worse one in the public schools where 
little children were mauled by some ** knock- 
kneed pedagog.” Mr. Morrison announced 
opposition to the. principle of the bill, 
olding that it would not improve men’s 
characters to publicly whip them, but the 
mmittee by a large majority decided to rec- 
mmend the passage of the measure, and 
uinn will so report tomorrow. 
FEDERAL JURISDICTION. 

The committee also discussed at some 
Jength Tom Merritt’s Federal Court resoiu- 
tion, and finally referred it to a sub-commit- 
tee to knock out the objectionable features 
in the preamble and report their emendations 
in the morning. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee consid- 
ered the resolution recently introduced by 
Senator Merritt, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five to investigate 
the cemplaints of extortion made against the 
ae Louis Bridge Company. There was ho 

nformation given the committee as to what 
5 reasons existed for an investiga- 
tion, but the committee decided to rec- 
ommend the adoption of the resolution, 
with an amendment making it a joint resolu- 
tion, and providing that the investigation 
should be made by a joint committee of the 
two Houses. Thereis an apparent disposi- 
tion abroad to discover whether there is any 
dad reason why one railroad should fog 
tter rates than another from the bridge 
company, or whether it. should hold up every 
passenger who crosses the bridge for a quar- 
ter of a dollar. 
CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 


- The same committee discussed at some ; 


length Senator Fifer’s .bill to rmit the 
pepeauce, when aflidavits are filed in crim- 
nal cases for a continuance on the ground 
of the absence of a material witness, to ad- 
mit that the witness if present would testify 
to the statement made in his affidavit. Sena- 
tor Fifer said he was notone of those who 
believed it necessary to overturn the whole 
criminal code, but he did consider some re- 
forms necessary. The Legislature had for 
years been amending the code in the wrong 
direction. .At present the statutes were a 
mass of inert matter. The time for the trial 
of amurder case was always decided by the 
defendant’s attorney, because, under the 
resent law, the defendant could not be 
tought to trial within a year or eighteen 
mouths if he desired delay. 

A number of the members of the commit-

__MERRITT’S PROPOSED ENVESTIGATION.

GIST OF TITE MATTER. 

The St. Louis Bridge Company, as every 
one knows, is_a monopoly. There is only 
oue bridge over the Mississippi at St. Louis, 
and the crowd that owns it would, of course, 
never allow another if they could pre- 
vent. Jay Gould is the controlling 
spirit in poration, as 
is in the Road,’ and the 
main charge is that the Wabash gets the best 
of it in the way of rates for crossing the 
structure, to the great injury of the other 
roads which use the bridge and to producers 
and shippers, who are thus sdmmarily in- 
vited to use Gould’s road. Agcording to 
Senator Merritt, shippers over all the other 
roads are charged from $5to $6 for every 
car hauled across the bridge one way, while 
the shippers over the Wabash, which has 
the bulge over the other roads, get 
a rate of from $250 to $8 r 
ear. The result, according to Senator Mer- 
ritt, is omy to compel people to ship over 
the Wabash whether it is convenient to do 
so or pot. A somewhat similar game, he 
says, is practiced with regard to express 
packages. 

EXTORTION ON PASSENGERS. 

The third charge, and the one which comes 
nearest home to everybody who crosses the 
bridge on a train is in relation to the stiff 
passenger rates. A person buying a ticket 
from New York to St. Louis, he claims, is 
assessed 75 cenis, in addition to his rail- 
road fare, for the privilege of riding 
over the bridge in a passenger car 
and gazing down into the muddy depths of 
the Mississippi, while the ordinary Western 
passenger is held up for25 cents in addiuon 
to his railroad fare. Ali of this, as Merritt 
— it, is the baldest kind of discrimination, 
or whieh the people have to put their hands 
in their pockets to enrich this extortionate 
monopoly. He accordingly proposes to have 
the thing investigated, aseertain in an official 
way just how bad the bridge folks are, and 
then either pass a bill’ establishing 
proper legal rates from the Allinvis 
side, or put the whole thing in 
the hands of the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners, enacting such additional 
laws as may be necessary to empower them 
to prevent extortion and discrimination by 
the bridge company. A number of interest- 
ing legal questions are likely to arise as to 
the power of the Legislature in the premises,

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ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 
PROSPECTS FOR THE INVESTIGATORS. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, Feb. 1.—[Special. }—Con- 
trary to expectation, there was no move in 
the House today to reconsider the vote order- 
ing an investigation of the Lllinois Central. 
It is said to still be in contemplation, but the 
general opinion prevails that the inquiry will 
go on. The House Finance Committee is 
headed by Crews, and is made up of the fol- 
lowing additional members: Scurlock, Stu- 
der, Jones, Walker, Pearson of McDonough, 
Calhoun of De Witt, Goodspeed, Kennedy, 
Ricks, Caldwell, Newton, Klupp, Pratt, and 
Varneli.

THE GOVERNOR’S ACTION. 

It appears that the idea of leoking into the

the State had been fully and accurately 
sta with no diminuition for expenses or 
commissions. The company had not report- 
ed, however, as a part of its taxable income, 
the profits of its leased ae. for the reason 
that the leased lines in Illinois were built 
under distinct charters, and were paying 
State and local taxes on their property valua- 
tions, the contracts of lease eat my for the 
earnings from the business between the Cen- 
tral and the leased lines. The makers 
of these contracts contended that they 
were made in strict accordance with the 
usage governing the division of earnings be- 
tween main and contribut lines, and that 
in all cases where a division was in any 
other than in direct proportion to mileage, 
the contracts provided for a revision by ex- 
perts at frequent regular intervals. — 

DIRECTORY MEETINGS. 

It also appears that Gov. Cullom, in his ca- 
pacity as ex-officio Director of the road, at- 
tended several meetings of the Trustees in 
New York last fail, looked over the books, 
and could not see why the company was not 
conducting its business in the most careful 
and regular manner. ‘The investigation sat- 
isfied him that everything was all right, and 
he apparently dismissed the matter from his 
mind. In writing his biennial message he 
did not touch upon the subject tor the reason 
that there was no occasion, in his opinion, 
for talking about it to the public aay more 
than there would be about the satisfactory 
condition of a State institution.

AGAINST EXTENDING THE BONDED PERIOD. 
SPRINGFIELD, LL, Feb. 1.—[(Special.]—When 
the Committee on Federal teiations presented 
its report today recommending that the Senate 
concur with the House io the adoption of the 
Sheridan resolution for the extension of the 


pos the resolution was submitted by Sena- 
tors Torrance and Secrest, who gave their rea- 
sons for believing the resolution should not be 
adopted. 

They say that the extension would benefit but 
afew people; that there bad not been sbown 
any demand for the passage of the bill other 
than from those who would be financially bene- 
fited by the proposed extension; that the reso- 
lution appears to be in the interest of specti- 
lators; that manufacturers knew that 
taxes must be paid by a certain time, 
and the peovie should not be_ called 
upon to make good any losses from a bad specu-

THE CRIMINAL CODE, 


Senator Ray. of Grundy, is anxious to sce 
something done at this session towards correct- 
ing defects that are known to exist in the pres- 
ant criminal vode. He has devoted considerable 
attention to this subject, which he believes the 
Legislature cannot afford to ignore, and today 
introduced five important bilis which seek to 
bring about desired reforms of the criminal 
code. His bill in relation to changes of venue 
pro s to amend Sec. Zlof the act to revise 
the law in relation to change of venue 80 as to 
read as follows: 

“ When the cause for a change of venue is the 
prejudice of the Judge, or any two of them, the 
petition shall be accompanied by the affidavits 
of at least two reputabie persons, residents of 
the county, and not of kin or counsel to the ap- 
plicant, stating that they believe the Judge, or 
any twoof them, as the care may be, are 80 
prejudiced against the applicant that he cannot 
bave a fair and impartial triai, and in such affi- 
davits shall be set forth the facts upon which 
such belief is founded, and the Judge before 
whom said applicauon is made may refuse such 
application, and refuse to grant such change of 
venue if be shall believe said facts not well 
founded. If a change of venue shall be granted, 
the case may be tried by any other of the Circuit 
Judges of che circuit in which the case is pend- 
ing, and the venue shall not be changed from 
the county in which the indictment is found.” 

Senator Kay beileves that in criminal cases 
juries shouid be judges of the fact oniy, and 
one of his bills proposes to make Sec. ll of Di- 
vision 13 of Chap. of the criminal code read 
as folluws: : 

“Juries in all criminal cases shall be judges 
of the fact only.”’ 

CONTINUANCES AND ORAL CHARGES, 

The same Senator presented another bill to 
amend Secs. 42, &2, and 53 of Chap. 110 of the 
Practice act 80 aa to read as follows: 

“sec. 42. In all civil or criminal cases when 
either party shail! apply for u continuance on 
account of the absence of testimouy, the mo- 
tion shall be grounded on the affidavit of the

/ “Sec. 5&2. The court in instructing the jury in 
both civil and criminal cases shall instruct them 
both as to the law and the facts. 

“Sec. 53. Hereafter the Judge shall instruct 
ne eg jury in both civil aud criminal cases 
orally.”’ 

Another of these bills proposes to make Sec. 9, 
Division 11, Uap. 38 of the criminal cude read 
as follows: 

“ All exceptions which go merely to the.form 
of an indictment shall be made before trial, and 
upon motion being made for leave sotodo the 
Court shall permit the State’s- Attorney, or other 
attorpey prosecuting the case, to amend the 
indictment in all matters of form, and in all 
matters not descriptive of or a part of the state- 
ment of the offense charged, and no motion in 
arrest of judgment or writ of error shail be 
sustained for any matter not affecting the real 
merits of the offense charged in the indictment. 
No indictment shall be guasbed for want of the 
words ‘with force and arms,’ or of the occupa- 
tion or piace of residence of the accused, nor by 
reason of the disqualification of any grand 
juror, nor because the grand jury nor any mem- 
ber thereof bas been improperly or irregularly 


drawn or summoned. 
BAIL BONDS. 


Senator Ray also presented the following bill 
to cut off the “ straw-bail”’ business:

requirements. Senator Filter introduced a bill to 


provide for the inspection of illuminating oils 
manufactured from petroleum or coal oils, ex- 
plaining that be did so by request, and reserved 
the rigbt to oppose measure if he deemed 
best. The bili provides for the appointment by 
the Governor of a State inspector of Oils, to 
serve for four years, and for an inspection of 
all oils offered for sale within this State.

The Militia Called Out to Protect the 
Court-House at the Trial of Neal and 
Craft, the Ashland Murderers, at the 
Carter County Court-House. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 1.—{Special.]—Gov. 

Biackburn having been applied to by Judge 

Brown, of the Sixteenth Judicial District, for 

a military force to aid the civil authority in 

the enforcement of the law and preservation 

of the peace in Carter County, has called into 
active service the Second Regiment, one 
company of the First Regiment, and a bat- 
tery ofartillery. A Grayson, Carter County 

special to the Louisville Courier-Journal 
says: 

“ The sensational report started by a Lex- 

ington crank that a mob of 1,500 men bad 

been formed in this county to attack the sol- 
diers and hang Neal and Craft is the merest 
bosh. No mob has been formed in or near 
this county, and my word for it there will be 
no such trouble. Such idle reports do not 
only this section but this State incaleulabie 
injury. ‘There is a disposition here to accord 

Neal and Craft a fair trial, and 1 believe they 

will be so treated. Capt. Murphy, Quarter- 

master, and Mr. Headley Boyd, of Frankfort, 
arrived this morning, and are selecting quar- 
ters for the troops.’’ 

It will be remembered that over a year ago 
Neal and Craft were arrested at Ashland, 
Ky., on the charge of having violated and 
then murdered two young ladies named Gib- 
bons and Thomas. ‘The prisoners were 
handed over to the Sheriff at Catlettsburg. 
Judge Brown having learned that a mob was 
being organized in Ashland to go over to 
Catlettsburg and lynch the prisoners, issued 
an order for their-removal. Some time 
afterwards they were returned to Ashi 
land for examination. This roceed- 
ing having been completed, it was 
determined to remove them by steamboat 
to Maysville. The people of Ashland assem- 
bied on the river-bank. The prisoners on the 
boat were guarded by a company of the State 
militia. A band of regulators seized a ferry- 
boat, and with it endeavored to cross the path 
of e other steamer. On getting within 
shooting distance the regulators fired a vol- 
ley at the steamboat, with the hope of killmg 
the two prisoners or so intimidating the 
guard that they would surrender the mur- 
derers. ‘The militia returned the fire, shoot- 
ing promiscuously at the regulators and the 
crowd assembled on theshore. Several lives 
were lost and a large number of persons 
wounded, 

, The trial will commence on the 6th or 7th

MAN’S INHUMANITY. 


Pitiful Story of a Patient Recently Re- 
leased from the Pennsylvania Insane 
Asylum at Dixmont. 

Erig, Pa., Feb. 1.—[{Special.]|—Dr. Julius 
Sevin, a practitioner of this city for more 
than half a century, and at one time Erie’s 
leading physician, makes allegations of 
shocking cruelty among the insane inmates 
of the State Asylum at Dixmunt. Dr. Sevin 
returned to Erie afew days ago after so- 
journing eight years in the asylum as an in- 
sane patient. His dismissal on the ground 
of sanity was brotght about by powerful 
local influence exerted in his favor, and he 
now states that but for gross deception and 
the blackest treachery practiced he ought 
to have been restored to his home 
and friends nearly seven years ago. About 
eight years ago Dr. Seven’s mind gave way 
under a sad bereavement, and, he was com- 
mitted to Dixmont for treatment. He states 
that in less than eighteen months he regained 
his mental faculties and applied for dis- 
charge, but that he was told to be satisfied 
where he was. Ali his letters addressed to 
his family in Erie never went beyond the 
asylum, and he says he was subjected to the 
most bitter indignities. All his thetic 
appeals for restoration were unheeded, 
and month after month, year after 
year rolled on without -a chance 
of escape, until some months ago the heart 
of a young attendant named Coocgs Hoefier 
was touched by Dr. Seven’s pitiful condi- 
tion, and he consented to thail the Doctor’s 
letters detailing the horrors of his captivity. 
The letters reached his friends here, who 
had begun to think his infirmity incurable, 
and the Probate Judge, the Hon. William 
A. Galbraith, interested himself in the mat- 
ter. The result was that within a short time 
the doors of Dixmont were thrown open to 
Dr. Sevin. The old gentleman says one of 
his companions, a young German, named 
Thumb, of Pittsburg, who had also recovered 
but was detaiped, was brutally kicked by a 
keeper. He fell insensible, and in falling in- 
flicted a terrible gash in his head. In a few 
days he died, and the Superintendent of the 
hospital, Dr. Reed, received.a report that 
Thumb had died from a fit of epilepsy. Dr. 
Sevin also declares Mr. Constantine 
Neunstiel, an accomplished scholar and as 
sane as any living nan, is the prisoner of his 
wife’s paramour, who regulary pays for the 
husband’s support in the asylum. He was 
sent to Dixmont a few years ago on 
petition ot the wife. “Over sixty patients,” 
says Dr. Sevin, “who are sane are confined 
in Dixmont with no hope of release. I 
could mention instances of men who are im- 
prisoned there the victims of outrageous 

lots. WhatIl have said is not half what I 

now.” Dr. is the Superintendent of 
the State Asylum, and Sevin says his infirm- 
ities prevent him from exercising proper 
supervision, and he has to depend on 
young doctors.

The resolutions adopted by the 
méeting may well serve as a warning to the 
protection attorneys in Cengress to pay some 
heed to that demand lest by ignoring it the 
way be left open for a far greater reduction 
of tariff taxation by the next Congress.

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THE shaual report of the Railroad Com- 
missioner of Wisconsin shows that the re- 
ceipts of railroads within the State for 1882 
were $19,660,927, an increase of 28 per cent 
over the previous year. fhe disbursements 
were $17,346,646 or 88 per cent of the in- 
come. During the year 5,499,321 tons of 
freight were carried at an average 
charge of 16-10 cents per ton per mile. 
The number of passengers carried was 
5,G11, 973 ; their journeys averaged forty-five 
miles each ; “and the average fare was 3 1-10 
cents per mile. The capital stock of Wis- 
consin roads is $78,570,880 and the bonded 
indebtedness $70,603,029. During the year 1138 
persons were killed and 376 injured on Wis- 
consin-roads. ‘The total mileage is 3,833, of 
which 390 miles were built if 1882, and every 
county but. three possessés railroad facili- 
ties. The railroads contributed $586,353 to 
the State as license-fees during the year end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1882. 

—_—_—_—_—_———— 

Tne special meeting of the City Council to 
consider the license question accomplished 
nothing. Ald. Meier came to the front with 
a proposition for a $150 saloon-Bcense with- 
in the territory bounded by the lake. Hal- 
sted street, Twelfth street, and Chicago 
avenue, and a $75 license outside those 
limits, but made no headway with it. The 
action of the previous meeting was recon- 
sidered, and Ald, Cullerton moved to fix the 
license fee at $104. Ald. Hildreth offered as 
a substitute a proposition of Ald. Wicker- 
sham’s for $32 a year and a_ tax 
of 1 per cent on gross receipts, the maxi- 
mum to be paid by any saloon being $500. 
This was lost by 11 votes to i8. A proposal 
to fix the license at $500 only found seven 
supporters, and Cullerton’s $104 rate couid 
only muster fourteen. The Council then ad- 
journed, having done nothing except to dem- 
onstrate their unwillingness to offend their 
saloon constituents by obeying the expressed 
desire of the people for a $500 license, which 
would wipe out the doggeries and place the 
city’s finances in proper shape. 


Tue Philade?phia Record announces the 
arrival in that city of the dreaded Siberian 
snow-fiea,a pest which can jump twice as 
far, bite twice as hard, and live twice as long 
as the ordinary flea. Philadelphia is full of 
them, and they have also appeared in Boston 
and Montreal, having come over on vessels 
in some mysterious way.

‘The President of the Republic js em- 
powered to order their éxpulsion by 
decree—presumably if he shall at 
any time judge their presence in 
the country to be dangerous to the Govern- 
ment—and the penalty for violation of such 
decree is from one to five years’ imprison- 
ment. It was stated that the Orleanist 
Princes would be placed on the retired list, 
and a proposition to cashier those holding 
army positions was yoted down by a large 
majority. The end of the matter will proba- 
bly be that the President will use his powers 
under the bill to expel Plon-Plon, who can 
well be spared, and that the Orleanist 
Princes will be free to remain in France if 
they choose to do do so. 
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THE financial embarrassments of the Union 
Iron & Steel Company of this city culminated 
yesterday, and in all probability the exten- 
sive works will close today. The appoint- 
ment of a Receiver is suggested in order to 
keep the mills going, but the preliminaries 
will of course take time, The suspension is 
a serious One, as it brings a great industry 
to a standstill and throws a larze number of 
men out of employment. The causes which 
have led to this unfortunate event are 
given by Mr. A. B. Stone, the President 
of the company, as the decline in the 
price of rails, while the company were 
carrying immense quantities of high-priced 
material, and the unreasonable demands of 
the workmen, who have been receiving from 
30 to 40 per e¢ent more for their labor than 
was paid for the same class of work in the 
East. , Last summer the works, or a large 
portion of them, avere closed for séveral 
months, and the City Government refused 
the necessary police protectiqgn which wonid 
have enabled them to run at a living profit. 
With adequate protection the works could 
have been kept running and the costly mate- 
rial could have been worked up and sold at 
the high rates theu prevailing for rails.

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A SWINDLING TARIFF TRICK DETECTED. 
A Chicago mavufacturer went before the 


Committee of Ways and Means yesterday to 
ask for real protection. He is a maker of 
steel tires. There are three other concerns 
in the same business in the country, These 
three competitors of this Chicago m anufaet- 
urer take the entire product ot the only 
three mills in the United States that make 
the steel from which tires ean be made, and 
he in consequence buys his steel abroad, 
The steelmakers and the tiremakers are ail 
protectea by the existing tariff and have all 
been making money, and everything was g0- 
ing along as merrily as a marriage bell unti! 
our Chicago constituent In casually looking 
over che tariff proposed by the Kelley-Ran- 
dall committee made a startling discovery. 
This was nothing less than that one of the 
provisions of that bill was aimed at him 
alone out of the 52,000,000 Americans, and by 
raising the tax on his raw material to $44.89 
aton from $20 was intended to summarily re- 
lieve his three competitors from any further 
troubie with their Chicago rival, ° 

"this increase of the tax on steel for tires 
was not proposed for ,revenue, Of that 
there isa superfiuous surplus. It was not 
for the protection of the steelmakers, for 
their entire product is taken by the Eastern 
makers of tires. It was sneaked into the 
Tariff Commission bill by H. W. Oliver, of 
Pittsburg. and adopted by the Comniittee of 
Ways and Means simply for one purpose—to 
obliterate the Chicago rival of the Pennsyl- 
vania tiremakers, and establish a monopoly 
and then advance the price on wagonmakers 
and wagon purchasers. 

This is done in the sacred name of ** Amer- 
iean industry.” To say nothing of that ap- 
parently extinct species, the consumer, will 
the Pennsylvania economists gratify a rising 
curiosity and inform the rest of the country 
which in their opinion are the American in- 
dustries, and who are the Aunericans ? 

Are not the Chicago soapmakers as good 
Americans as the Pennsyivania Salt Com- 
pany, the only manufacturer in this country 
of caustic soda, for which every soapmaker 
must pay-them a monopoly price? How do 
they draw their line between the Vhicago 
tinware men and the McKeesport, Pa., 
would-be tin-plate makers? Or between the 
Pittsburg steelmakers and the Springfield, 
O., plowmakers? Or between the Rhode 
Istand manufacturer of cotton-machinery 
and the Georgia cotton-manufacturer? Or 
between the Massachusetts maker of cotton 
ties and the Mississippi cotton producer? 
Or between the Baltimore monopoly of the 
manufacture of bichromate of potash and 
the New York manufacturers from it of 
dyes? 

If these are all American industries and 
these manufacturers are Americans, where 
do the protectionists get the right to levy 
taxes to drive one out of business for the 
benefit of another or to make any of them 
pay taxes to any other? 

Ly what reasoning or sentiment do those 
who have put tricks like these into the pro- 
posed tariff expect to make the fair-minded 
people of this. country, whether “ revenue- 
reformers” or not, believe that this kind of 
legislation is *“ protection to American in- 
dustry ” ? 
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RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION SCHEME TO 
: GRAB PUBLIC LAND. — 

The bills to permit the consolidation of the 
Southern Pacific, the Texas Pacific; and some 
other roads in the Southwest are slowly be- 
ing hatched outin the committees of Con- 
gress. This icgisiation is asked of the peo- 
ple’s representatives by LUluntington of the 
California rallroad millionaire syndicate 
and Jay Gould, who controls the rail connec- 
tions of the South west with the Southern Pa- 
cific system. The roads which the consolida- 
tion is to unite have land-grants to the 
amount of over 57,000,000 acres which are 
awaiting forfeiture by Congress for failure 
to construct the lines within the time fixed 
by the grant. Unconsolidated they would 
afford competitive railroad transportation to 
a great part of the grewing and fertile terri- 
tory south of St. Louis and west of the Mis- 
sissippi Kiver. 

Ifundreds of millions of dollars and the 
most aggressive corporate managefsin the 
United States are the joint influence that is 
pushing these bills through the National 
Legislature. What is asked for is in the most 
emphatic sense special legislation. No pub- 
lic voice has been heard to ask for laws to 
permit this consolidation. It is as remote 
from any general agitation as the bill which 
Mr. Butterworth, who had charge of the 
Consolidation bili in the Louse, is also trving 
to put through to give the whisky distillers 
$80,000,000 of Government credit. 

The character of the men who ask the pas- 
sage of this law is enough to raise the 
gravest doubts about the policy of passing it. 
The shameless manner in. which the Cental 
Pacific syndicate has used the franchises of 
the public to abuse the public has become a 
household word. The head of that syndi- 
cate has publicly declared’ that he and his 
associates deny in tote the right of the Gov- 
érnment in any way to supervise or regulate 
their administration of their roads. They 
hold, Leland Stanford says, that the high- 
way to the Pacific has become their private 
property, and that whether they observe their 
obligations as common carriers or not no one 
has any right to inguire. As for Mr. Gould 
it is certainly unnecéssary to explain his re- 
lations to the community. 

If either the Senate or the House bill be- 
ecouies law all the railroads that connect the 
Southwest with the Southern Pacific route 
to Calitornia will pass inte the hands of one 
gigantic corporation that will be identical 
with the tyrannous corporation which for- 
bids the merchants of San Francisco to bring 
any of their merchandise to that efty by sea, 
and which took a bribe from Claus Spreckels 
not to allow any of his Eastern competitors 
to ship sugar to San Francisco. 

This is history, and it is a sufficient eom- 
mentary on Mr. Butterworth’s plea that “ the 
conseauent reduction of rates is the benefit 
the people are to receive.”’ 

The bill ostensibly forbids the consolida- 
tion of parallel or conipeting roads. ‘The 
Texas Pacific and the California, Harrisburg 
& San Autonio Roads are united vy it. They 
are competing lines for a considerable dis- 
tance, and reach New Orleans by different 
routes. The latter read and the Interna- 
tional, the International and the Texas 
Pacific, and the Iron Mountain and the San 
Francisco, are couples whose traffic would 
be to a gfeat extent competitive. If these 
roads were independent, inland points aiong 
them would receive the transmitted benefit 
of the competitive water rates on the Guif 
and the Mississippi, just as we have learned 
from Commissioner Fink that Indianapolis 
and Nashville get lower rail rates on account 
of the competition of steamers and railroads 
along the coast and the rivers.

The Senate bill gives to the consolidation 
all the land-grants originally offered to the 
different roads, whether they have been 
earned or not. Mr. Butterworth says his bill 
is not intended te carry these lapsed grants, 
and that he will accept any amendment. that 
may be offered to make that clear. Why 
does not his bill make it clear without 
amendment? If thg lobby once get these 
bills up fer consideration the chances that 
the disunited and unrepresented interests of 
the voters to whom these lands belong wiil 
carry the day are siim—very slim,

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MEMBERS WHO VOTE TO TAX LUMBER. 

The State of Lilinois has two Senators and 
twenty Representatives in Congress; the 
people of Indiana, Kansas, lowa, Nebraska, 
and Colorado have proportionately a like 
representation. These six States have a 
population entitling them to twelve Senators 
and fifty-six Representatives Whom do 
these Senaters and Representatives really 
represent? The people of these States are 
paying bounties to those who plant and cul- 
But Congress pays a bounty to 
those who destroy forests, and subjects the 
people who need lumber to a tax upon what 
to them is an absolute necessity. 

The question before the members of both 
Houses at this time is taxation, The ques- 
tion is, How shall taxation be reduced? On 
the direct question of repealing the tax on 
lumber members of Congress in both Houses 
froin the tréeless prairie States are voting to 
perpetuate the premium tax on the destruc- 
tion of our stock of lumber, Whom do these 
Senators and Representatives suppose they 
are representing ? Lumber and barbed wire 
are the only materials from which the farin- 
ers of these agricultural States can obtain 
fencing. The steel wire from which barbed 
fences are made and the common lumber 
from which fencing can be obtained are both 
taxed by all the bills which are pending. 
When a motion is made to rélease lumber 
from taxation how many of the Senators and 
Representatives from the tfeeless States 
have voted to repeal, and how many to con- 
tinue that tax ? 

Are the farmers and townspeople of Iili- 
nois thirsting for a tax on pine lumber? And 
which of our Senators and Representatives 
have beén asked by their constiluents to vote 
ataxonlumber? The same questions apply 
equally to the Senators and Representatives 
from Nebraska, Lowa, Imlana, and Kansas. 
‘The question presented to these Senators and 
Representatives of these six States is, Do 
your constituents ask that lumber be taxed ? 
Have you béen asked by them to place a tax 
thereon? Why do you vote to place that tax 
onlumber? What interest do you promote 
by taxing lumber? Is the Treasury suffering 
for revenue? Are the Canadian ax-men who 
cut this Michigan lumber at low wages—and 
who carry their wages back with them to 
Canada—demanding more tariff protection ? 
There is not an intelligent, unselfish man in 
‘the Senate or House who can offer a respect 
able pretext for voting to tax lumber; and 
still there are Senators and Representatives 
from Litinois and all these States who will 
vote to make their constituents pay the lum- 
ber monopolists a special bounty of $2 to 
$3.50 per 1,000 feet on all the lumbér they 
may purchase. They will cast these bad, in- 
jurious votes against the direct interests of 
their own constituents, notwithstanding that 
lumber has been growing constantly dearer 
during the last five years, as these quotations 
from the Chicago lumber market show:

The votes ef Senators and Representatives 
on this question of taxation, on this repeated 
refusal to reduce taxation, and this persist- 
ence in perpetuating and increasing taxation

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PROPOSED > ALDERMANIC SALARIES. 

Mr. Hereley (Democrat), who represents 
the *“‘ Goose Island District” of Cook County 
in the State Senate, is anxious that Alder- 
men shall be paid $5 not only for every meet- 
ing of the Common Couneil but for’ every 
committee-meeting they attend. The present 
law authorjzes Aldermen in all cities incor- 
porated under the General act, 98 Chicago 
is, to pay themselves $3 for attendance at 
each meeting of the Council. The law pro- 
posed by this “‘Goose ‘Island” tax-eater 
would make the office of Alderman a very 
fat place, Senates Condesa, of Cook, esti- 
mates that Chicago would be assessed an ex- 
tra tax of nearly $60,000, and that sum might 
be increased almost indefinitly by multiply- 
ing committees and committee-meetings, All 
the other cities and villages in the State 
could be plundered in proportion. 

It is simply arrant impertinence on the 
part of'a bummer Senator to propose such 
an increase in the pay of Aldermen. As a 
rule these gentlemen, in Chicago at least, 
are not worth what they are authorized by 
the present law to pay themselves. If an 
average could be struck between the service 
which the bummer and saloon-ridden Alder- 
men render the community and the damage 
they infliet the balance would be against 
them, and the publie weuld have a good 
claim for reimbursement. The pretense 
that increased pay would result in the selec- 
tiop of a better class of Aldermen is absurd. 
The men who ought te serve as legisiators 
and trustees for the public are not to be at- 
tracted to that duty by 95 any more than by 
$3 compensation. But the difference of §2a 
day. additional eompensgtion would make 
the bummers more rampant than ever, and 
wotld swell the corruption fund to secure 
the election and reélection of the worst class 
of Aldermen.

Mamer, and Rinehart, It is not surprising 
that Mainer and Cloonan should advocate

now for the support of ward politicians. 
Messrs. Condee, Adams, Fifer, and Walker 
denounced the scheme, and George White, 
the Chairman of the committee, is said.to be 
indifferent to it and of the opinion that it 
will not pass. White ought to take a still 
more pronounced position against it; he is 
an Alderman himself and an expert in city 
polities, and he knows very well that in- 
creased pay is not ¢alculated to improve the 
character of the Council., He knows also 
that Chivago has not now suflicient revenue 
to provide for the actual necessities of the 
city without incurring péditional expenses 
which would not be warranted if the city had 
a surpius. . White is in a position to help kill 
off this scheme of plunder, and he ought to 
exert his influence actively to that end. 

There is one condition which will probably 
defeat Hereley’s job. His bill cannot au- 
thorize Chicago Aldermen to grab from $60,- 
000 fo $100,000 a year in the manner proposed 
without enabling the Aldermen and Trustees 
of all the other cities and villages organized 
under the General Incorporation act to 
fleece the public in proportion. Indeed, the 
$5 grab would be ‘more formidable to the 
small cities and villages than to Chicago. 
Hence it may be expected that the mein- 
bers of the Legislature representing these 
smaller communities will defeat the measure 
if it shall ever get further than the commit- 
tee-room.

SELECTION OF JURORS. 

The bill introduced by Senator Vandeveer, 
of Christian, to regulate the selection of 
jurors, does net seem to be any improvement 
upon the present law, at least so far as Chi- 
cago and Ogok County are concerned, It 
provides as follows: 

Sc. 1. That the County Board of each county 
shali,at or before the timeof its meeting in 
September in each year, or at any time there- 
after when necessary for vad ong ogee of this 
act, make a list of persons bavi qualifica- 
tions of jurors, which list shall contain the 
nawes and give the places of residence of at 
least two-fifths of the legal voters in each town 
or precinct ip said sonny and sha li be known 
as the jury-list, a yd fey copy of which sbail 
be filed in the office of Clerk of each courtof 
record and of the Sheriff of said county. Ail ju- 
rors in courts of record shail be. selected from 
said list, and o0 person whose name dves not ap- 
pear thereon shali be summoned or uccepted as 
such juror until said list ie exhausted; but by 
direcuon of the eourt jurofs way be summoned 
from the body of the county upon the exbaus- 
tion of said jist, or by agreement of parties, or 
if the presiding Judge on inspection of said list 
and the hearing of evidence shall determine that 
jurors cannot be obtained from said list without 
unnecessary ex pense or delay. 

It is possible that the conditions of the bill 
would exercise some restraint over the super- 
vision of small counties, though by no means 
certain. In counties having a population no 
larger than thatof one of Chicago’s small 
wards with a number of Supervisors scat- 
tered over the district, it may be that the lat- 
ter could and would pick out reputable and 
intelligent men to make up the jury list. At 
the same time, it would be almost as easy as 
under the present system to make jury serv- 
ice a reward for political service, and it is 
said to be acommon practice for the Super- 
visors to pay off their political debts in this 
way. 

In Cook County the proposed law would 
fail utterly as a remedy for the abuses of the 
jury system. Our County Board consists of 
fifteen Commissioners. Ten of these are 
chosen from a city of 550,000 people. It.is 
not reasonable to suppose, even if these 
Commissioners were honest and energetic in 
the matter, that they can rid the jury list of 
unfit and irresponsible men. The other five 
Commissioners represent the country towns 
of Cook County, with a population of 100,000, 
scattered over a vast expanse of territory. 
Their task in securing good citizens for the 
jury service would be as hopeless as that of 
the city Commissioners. The fact is, how- 
ever, that the Cook County Commissioners 
would be as careless about the metter as 
they are now, and the only. difference would 
be that they would make up a list of two- 
fifths of the legal voters instead of taking 
one name out of every ten, as at present. 

There has been but one suggestion so far 
which promises a purification of the jury 
system for this country—viz.: that Commis- 
sioners be appointed by the courts to make 
up the lists, who shall hold no other public 
office, and shall be as free from prejudice as 
the Judges themselves. By this plan a di- 
rect and personal responsibility may be es- 
tablished for the character of the juries, and 
the special Commissioners accountable to the 
courts for the intelligent and faithful dis- 
charge of their duty, with ample time to in- 
quire into the character of the jurors, may 
assure an improved system. Until the Legis- 
lature is prepared to adopt this or some other 
radical reform the law may as well be al- 
lowed to remain as it is. 


AN INDUSTRIAL HOME FOR VAGRANT 
CHILDREN, 

A committee of the Prisoners’ Aid Agso- 
ciation have caused to be presented to the 
Legislature the draft of a bill establishing as 
one of the State charities an industrial 
home for boys and giris. It is proposed to 
furnish a home, needful care, education, and 
training for dependént and delinquent boys 
and girls in the State of Lilinois between the 
ages of 5 and 16 years. Those who are 
tb be provided with this home and to come 
under its care and responsibility are thus de- 
fined in the proposed bill: 


Eyery boy and girl who comes within the fol- 
lowtng description shall be considered dependent 
and delinguent—viz.: Every boy and giri be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 16 years who has io per- 
manent place of abode, proper parental care or 
guardianship, or sufficient means of subsistence, 
or who frequents the streets and alleys or ocher 
places for purpose of begging or receiving 
aims, or who lives with or freqnents the com- 
pany or consorts with reputed thieves or other 
vicious persons, or whd shall be found in houses 
of ill-tame or county r-houses, and is grow- 
ine up in idlen mendicancy, and yice. And 

for the purpose of inguiri Lae and estabiish- 
ing the dependency ana delinquency of ali such 
children and their Goenmltene nt to the indus- 
trial home, the samme proce ed fy be tad ia 
all respects as-are now provid 7 ae for in- 
autring into and determining oy Tepondent of 
te ope infants and their commitment to indus- 

tris schools for girls. No boy when so commmit- 
ted shall be kept after he shail arrive at 21 years 
of age, and no girl shall be kept after she shall 
arrive at the age of 18 years, and y may be 
sooner discharged at any time in t ‘hiscretion 
of the Trustees, as is berdin provided. 

The boys and girls are of course to be taken 


before the County Court, and the fact of 


their dependency and delinquency to be de- 


termined by a jury, and with this fact estab- 
lished they are to be committed to this in- 
dustrial home, The institution is to be 


+supported and maintained by the State. 


That there is room for such a home ts 
demonstrated ‘by the utter inability of all 
the private charitable iistitutions to accom- 
modate those daily presented tothem. This 
institution is not te be of the character of a 
reform school—that is, a place for the deten- 
tion of criminals; itis to be a home for those 
who are homeless, destitute, and surrounded 
by all the temptations that lead to vice; it is 
to rescue these and give them a place where 
they may be instructed and brought up in 
indtstry and proper surroundings. It is a 
home for those not yet 
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ent for the food they eat upon begging from 
door to doer. Itis designed that these suffer- 
ing and destitute children shall be -taken 
care of and be given comfortable honies | 
where they will have shelter, plenty of food, 


‘instruction not only in reading and writing, 


but in such industrial. oceupations as may 
enable them to begin life with the means of 
self-support, The bill proposed in the Legis- 
lature thus defines the object of the stilts

The almshouses of the State are now 
crowded with children who have no knowl- | 
edge of other homes and who are training to 
be paupers, unless diverted from-that profes- 
sion into becoming criminals. Almshouses 
are no fit schools for children, and the 
sooner they are rescued from them the bet- 
ter for the children and for society. It is to be 
hoped that the Legislature will listen to the 
appeal for this great charity—not an appeal 
for able-bodied paupers, not an appeal! for the 
adult victims of drink, but for the poor, 
homeless, destitute ¢hildren, that they be 
rescued from the streets and alleys and 
almshouses, and be taught and cared for as 
future decent and orderly men and women, 
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Tue non-increase of the population in 
France is a startling fact to any student of 
social science. A report recently made to 
the President by the Ministerof the Interior 
touching the eensus of the Republic shows 
that the population in the fifty years from 
18% to 1881 has increased only 5,102,825, the 
population in 1831 having been 532,566,228, 
During that period the population of Great 
Britain has increased 18,000,000. In five 
years ending in 1880 Germany has increased 
almost as much as France in fifty years. The 
yearly increase in the various countries is 
tabulated as follows: France (avérage for last 
fifty years), 95,080; Great Britain (average 
for last five years), 340,118; Germany (aver- 
age for last five years), 493,360; United States 
of America (average for last ten years), 
1,155,446, When these figures are submitted 
toanalysis it appears still worse for France. 
If the yearly increase of 10,000 of the 
inhabitants be properly calculated we have 
the following results: Average increase for 
every 10,000 inhubitants—France, 26; Great 
Britain, 101; Germany, 115; United States, 
260. These figures mean that for every 10,000 
inhabitants to France there will exist but 
10,026 at the end of one year, while in the 
United States the increase for the same 
period will be to 10,260. For the small excess 
of births over deaths but three causes can be 
alleged—an excessive death rate, small pro- 
portion of marriages to the population, or the 
sterility of the marriages. The death rate is 
not an excessive one; On the other hand, itis 
lower than in most of the European nations. 
The proportion of marriages is not small, 
consequently there can be no .other cause 
than the small number of children as the re- 
sult of marriage. The average number of 
children te each marriage is smaller in 
France, indeed, than in any other country in 
the world. Commenting upon these signs of 
national degeneracy, as furnished by the 
official census tables, the London Times says: 


Before fifty years are over France will, at her 
present siow rate of increase of popiiation, 
have sunk, if not to the level of a second-rate, 
at least to the bottom of the list ef the great Pow- 
ers. If we suppose that the population of the 
United States and ot the various countries of 
Europe are decimated by no wars or exceptional

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Amone the acts passed by the English Par- 
liament which go into effect this year is the 
Married Women’s Property act, which. is 
now in force, its operation having commented 
on the ist day of January. lt marks great 
progress in the rights of woman, and its in- 
fluence cannot but go far towards inspiring 
similar legislation elsewhere. Its immediate 


- effects, as they concern women already mar- 


ried, are not so important as the great 
changes it will make in the future. “As far 
as women now married are concerned,” says 
the Pali Mall. Gazette, “it only gives to 
them any property to which they may be- 
come entitled by work or by gift from any 
one living or dead. It will save any one 
married this year from the expense of a set- 
tlement as far as the protection of the wife’s 
property is concerned. It will prevent the 
adventurous husband from immediately de- 
camping with a rich wife’s money, leaving 
her without redress.” The ultimate im- 
portance of the act is contained in the great 
principle it lays down that a married woman’s 
property is her property and not that of her 
husband. The latter has no legal control 
of her property. She may enter into part- 
nership and control her share of the profits, 
or she may conduct a business of her own, 
and he cannot touch her earnings. She can 
protect them by law. She can sue her hus- 
band and she can be sued by him. It op- 
erates not only to protect those who are 
well-to-do in the world, but the poor also. 
Drunken brutes of husbands can no longer 
beat their wives if they refuse to give up 
their earnings for them to squander ip drink. 
So far as money and property are concerned 
the wife is as independent of the husband as 
if she were unmarried. Under such circum- 
stances the woman is no longer at the mercy 
of the man. Every woman whois married 
will feel more independent. Every woman 
who is not married, and who has money of 
her.own, will enter into marriage with less 
hesitation than ever before, since she knows 
she will have absolute control of it. Fortune- 
hunting will not be the favorit pursuit of bro- 
ken-down gentiemen, for what is a fortune 
worth when they cannot handle or contro! it ? 
The great blessing of the law, however, is 
the protection which it throws around peor 
women, who have hitherto been at the mercy 
of their brutal husbands. There must also 
be an element of grim satisfaction to lovely 
woman that if her husband seeks to encroach 
upon her property rights she cay drag the 
tyrant before the courts of justice and make 
him Jet go his clutch or disgorge what he 
has appropriated. The wife henceforth in

FRANCE. 
A STORMY DAY IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER. 

Paris, Feb. 1.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
Fallieres, President of the Council, being 
absent, Develle, Under-Secretary of the In- 
terior, read the conclusion of the Premier’s 
speech on the bil) for the exclusion of the 
pretenders from office, It wasan argument 
in favor of the Government’s proposition, 
that the Count De Paris, by Treec- 
ognizing the Count De Chambord, 
had reaffirmed the claims of the Bourbons. 
The Republic, therefore, was justified in 
taking precautions. He did not ask the 
wholesale expulsion of the Princes, as such 
a violent measure would affect some inoffen- 
sive persons. The present measure did not 
threaten the army, as it was aimed only 
against a system of appointment by virtue of 
royal birth, which was derogatory to the 
rules of promotion. It was unnecessary that 
the bill should provide against the event of 
a Congress of the two Chambers electing 
a Prince as President of the Republic, as it 
simply enected precautions, and did not 
claim to plaee obstacles in the way of any 
manifestation of the popular will. 

Madier de Montjau, Republican, urged the 
immediate expulsion of all the Princes. 

General debate on the Govérnment’s pro- 
posals was declared closed, and it was de 
cided-—396 to 134—to pass to the discussion of 
Fabre’s compromise bill. 

Andrieux, Republican, proposed an amend-' 
ment substituting for the first clause of the 
bill depriving the Princes of their civil 
rights, a declaration. of the rights of man, 
proclaiming all citizens of the Republic equal 
before the law, and eligible to all offices, ac- 
cording to their capacities. 

Andrieux was loudly interrupted by the 
members of the Left. 

Andrieux deciared they had no right toin- 
terrupt in the name of liberty. The bill, he 
said, wps merely an advertisement of pre- 
tenders of whom the country. would other- 
wise be ignorant. He did not admire the lit- 
tle Robespierres and St. dusts who parodied 
a blood-stained page of history. 

Andrieux withdrew his amendment, which 
was reintroduced sjightly modified by 
Cuneo d’Arnano, Bonapartist. 

The Chamber rejected the amendment—289 
to 56. | 

Pelletan, amid protests of the Right and 
acrimonious disputes, moved the adoption of 
Floquet’s proposal. 

Prinee De Leon, Legitimist, said he won- 
dered a General could have been found in

The remainder of the sentence was 
drowned in the uproar which prevailed, but 
it was understood to refer to the acceptance 
of the Ministry of War by Gen. Thibaudin.

Sr. Pau, Minn., Feb. 1.—fSpecial,|—The 
Senatorial deadlock was broken today by the 
election of D..M. Sabin, of Stillwater, after 
several more ballots, making twenty-nine in 
all. The joint convention opened with less 
excitement than was apparent yesterday. 
The galleries and floor of the House were 
filled long before noon, but the running 
to and fro and whispering that made such a 
stir yesterday was not to be seen. It was 
rumored that Sabin would gain largely to- 
day, as votes were promised him yesterday 
that failed to materialize, The roll-call for 
the twenty-third joint ballot began with the 
usual interest apparent on all sides. The 
first change was Senator Compton, who 
was not present yesterday, and who had 
voted for Windom last week. Senators Ser- 
geant and Peterson went from Hubbard to 
Sabin. Baarnaas from Hubbard, MeKusick 
from Cole, and Ole Peterson from Windom 
were Sabin’s other gains, making his total 
gain 6. H. Anderson from Strait, Blackman 
from Start, and Finch from Dunnell were 
Cole’s gains. McNamara abandoned Igna- 
tius Donnelly for Hubbard, 

THE BALLOTS.

The State of New York and the West- 
erm Union Taxes—Statement of the 
Company’s Counsel—The Excise Law. 
ALBANY, Feb. L.—A communication from 

the Attorney-General and Controller, read in 
Senate today, is in effect as follows: Lander 
the law of 1880 as amended in 1881, the Con- 
troller is authorized to collect from corpora- 
tions doing business within this State a cer- 
tain pereeutage upon each 1 per cent of div- 
idends it would pay upon its capital stock. 
This tax was due in November. The West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company at that time 
had not, it is alleged, paid its taxes, and, ac- 
cording to the dividend it is said to have 
paid, it would owe the State about $125,000 
for taxes, and would be liable to pay about 
$10,000 as penalty for not paying when 
due. The Controllierreported to the Attor- 
ney-General that the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company had not paid its taxes, and 
requested the Attorney-General to sue at 
once to enforee their payment. Suit was 
brought to recover $190,000 back taxes and 
penalty. Papers were served upon the offi- 
cers of the company. About the same time 
application was made by John Moore to dis- 
solve the Western Union Company, alleging 
an illegal inerease of capital stock to $80,- 
000,000. If the suit to recover $130,000 for 
taxes, etc., is allowed to be prosecuted and 
that amount is reéovered it is questionable 
whether that will not be an adjudication that 
their capital of $80,000,000 is valid, and thus 
prevent the action of Moore. The State af- 
thorities desire to know whether or not they 
shall enter pesgauans in $130,000 back taxes, 
and ask legislative action.

The Lack of a Financial Head Alleged | 


by a Creditor as the Cause.of the 

Failure. 

A Trireune reporter last evening had a 
talk witha gentleman who is said to be pretty 
conversant with the affairs of the concern. 

“The whole trouble with the Union Iron 
& Steel Company,” said he, “is that it has 
not been managed. Excuses about high 
wages are alla fallacy. Bad financial man- 
agement lies. at. the root of ‘the 
whole matter, and there is no use 
of disguising that fact. What the con- 
cern wants is a cool, level-headed financial 
man, who will get matters into some sort of 
a tangible financial shape. It is all bosh 
about their making rails at a loss. They 
have not done it, and: they are not doing it 
now. They made rails at $42, and they have 
contracts enough ahead to run the mills un- 
til next pe. Why should such a con- 
cern fail? ‘There is no real explanation ex- 
cept that it 

HEADLESS FINANCIALLY. 
Mr. Griffin’ is President and Mr. Boomer is 
the Treasurer, but they don’t figure right at 
some point. They met all their Dills 
until this last month. They have evi- 
dently lost their heads and are 
kicking around in deep water with- 
out being le to swim. They 
have made no big losses, and their labor is 
no better paid proportionately than the same 
cl of workmen at other places. I don’t 
think that bringing these suits will help mat- 
ters; they will only make them worse. 
suppose that that big mortgage was made to 
President Griffin to keep the creditors from 
suing the company, I can see no other rea- 
son. I called at the office of the company to-

BLISSFULLY IGNORANT. 

I think that the concern is amply able to 
pay its debts if it can get time. The collec- 
tions with them have been good. . The whole 
case, it appears to me, is that they have 
bought too many goods—more than they can 
pay for before they can turn them over. 

‘he total indebtedness, I think, is 
not over $2,000,000, including the $1,000,000 
Griffin mortgage. They claim that their 
plant and stock on hand is worth about $5,- 
000,000, iuecluding $2,000,000 of stock. All 
that the concern needs today is a financial 
man at the helm. He must have a little 
nerve and a great deal of backbone, as well 
as money to run the concern—and a 
deal of it at that. I can’t see why the mills 
should stiut down at all.”’

The Views of the Trade. 

Mr. Walter Mitchell, who has charee of 
Mr. S. D. Kimbark’s business in that gxentle- 
man’s absence from the city, said he regard- 
ed the failure as the direct result of the 
shrinkage in values which had been caused 
by the high tariff on steel rails. in other 
words, the steel business had been literally 
protected to death, the tariff upon the product 
having been placed so high that a competi- 
tion was bred which made the margin so 
small that only those concerns with very 
large capital could stand the pressure.

The Assets and Liabilities—Statement 
of an Officer of the Company. 

One of the prominent officers of the com- 
pany, who desires Tue Tribune not to men- 
tion his- fame, but whose utterances may be 
cohsidered ex cathedra, was seen by a re- 
porter last evening at his residence. He re- 
fused to talk except in general terms of the 
affairs of the company, but gave a ‘rather 
clear exhibit, in outline, of the character of

“Some of our creditors have suddenly 
lighted down upon us,” said he, “and will 
probably cause us to shut down our mill; 
but I presume some arrangement can be 
made with them either by the appointment 
of a Receiver or in some other way which 
will enable the works to commence opera- 
tions again in a short time. We have ore and 
pig metal ehough to keep the works going 
until next August, and we have enough con- 
tracts ahead to occupy our time until then; 
and with a proper reduetion of wages we can

“Can you give any approximate figures of 
your assets and liabilities ?”’ 

“Well, our assets, I presume, counting 
plant, stock, and everything, are in the 
neighborhood of $4,000,000. We have not 
tigured up our liabilities but they will be 
short of that sum.” 

“Has the late shrinkage in the price of 
rails operated unfavorably upon you ?”’ 

** Yes, the shrinkage has been in the neigh- 
borh of $15 a ton. We. bought a large 
stock of material months ago at figures 
much higher than it eould be replaced for 
now: buta strike closed our works for five 
months so we could not work it off, and have 
it still on hand.” 

* The contracts for rails ahead were made 
at the reduced figures?” | 

“Yes, most of them. We have contracts 
amounting to 7,000 or 8,000 tons at the old 
figures, but the bulk of the contracts, 
amonnting to 50,000 tons or more, are at the 
new rate, about 342.50 a ton.”

‘““They are 30 percent higher than those 
paid by the Cambria and Bethlehem mills.”

‘Those are all the suits that have 
been commenced so far. Other coke com- 
panies whose names I would rather not 
mention threaten to sue. Our heaviest cred- 
itors have as yet shown no sians of fear, but 
1 suppose they will take the alarm soon, 
commence suit, and the nmiills go into the 
hands of a Receiver.”’ 

“ Have your mills shut down yet?” 

* No, but they probably will tomorrow.”

A Merchant's Opinion, 

A gentleman holding a respunsible position 
among the business-men of Chicago and who 
is well informed concerning the finances of 
the Union Lron & Steel Company, said: 

* Yes, the company is embarrassed. There 
are accounts which are past due. They have 
a mortgage on the plant of $500,000, anda 
new one of $1,000,000 has just been added.”’ 

“What will their current liabilities reach?” 

* About $1,000,000, not including the mort- 
gages. To offset, they have material on hand 
and a plant, it is said, which cost them over 
$5,000,000. Their capital stock is $2,000,000, 
and on their last year’s statement they 
claimed to have a surplus of $600,000,”’ 

“Are there any teatures of the difficulty 
worth mentioning ?’” 

* Well, the company changed its bank ac- 
count within the last two or three weeks.

The Company’s Works in Chicago. 

The works of the Union Iron & Steel Com- 
pany, comprising seven departments, cover 
an area of twenty-nine acres on*the South 
Branch of the Chicago River, at its junction 
with Archer avenue, being one of the thir- 
teen Bessemer steel plants of the United 
States. ‘The blast-furnaces- are located on 
the north side of Archer avenue, immediate- 
ly on the river-bank. Thereare four of them, 
two recently completed and putin blast, pro- 
vided with six Whitwell stoves. Four new 8+ 
inch blast engines furnish the blast. Among 
other new machinery added recently are five 
blast-furnace hoists and a Blake compound 
duplex pump of 3,000,000 gallons capacity 
that furnishes the water-supply. The capaci- 
ty of these blast-furnaces is fifty-five tons of 
pig-iron per day for each of the old furnaces 
and 110 tons per day for each of the new 
ones, making a daily aggregate capacity of 
330 tons, or.an out-put of nearly 125,000 tons 
of pig-iron annually. 

Across Archer avenue, south from the 
blast-furnaces, is the steel-converting plant; 
with the other departments in close proximi- 
ty. This building was recently enlarged—in 
parts rebuilt—to provide additional room for 
new cupolas, blast-machinery, ete. It hasa 
ground dimension of about 100 feet square 
and an altitude from oor to dome of over 
fifty feet. 

‘Two new twelve-ton converters, the larg 
est in the world, were recently built, and wit 
two new migy Fe gore now buildme, and 
the recently added new and improved hy- 
draulic machinery, will enable the company 
e mene an annual output of 200,000 tons of 
steel. 

From the converting-works the ingots are 
transported by a tramway to the rail-mill, 
where they are rolled out and cutinto blooms. 
The capacity of the rail-mill is to roll 200,000 
tons of steel ingots annually. 

THE MERCHANT MILL 
isa new plant, andisaniron building with 
a floor space of 170x208 feet. All the ma- 
chinery foundations are laid in brick and 
Portiand cement—4600,000 brick and 2,000 bar- 
rejs of cement being consumed in them. The 
principal machinery is composed of one 
plate-mill with two stands of rolls: one 
eighteen-inch mill which takes in five-inch 
square billets, finishing theur at one and one- 
eighth inches square or one and a quarter 
inches round; and the wire-roll trains fitted 
up to roll seventy-five pounds one and three- 
eighths billets to No. 5 * wire rod.” 
THE PRINCIPAL PRODUCT 

of the mill is “wire rods,” of which seventy- 
five tonsa day are made. The capacity for 
plow, cultivator, and otner merchant plate is 
thirty tons daily. A large line of specialties 
in merchant steel bars and plate is also made. 

The .wire department is an entirely new 
plant. The buildings are all brick, with 
slate and iron roofs. There is 56,000 super- 
ficial feet of floor space in the two work 
floors. The stories are high, well lighted, 
and arranged, giving ample room for ma- 
chinety for seventy-five tons per day output 
of wire. 

‘The “ railroad-frog department’ has a ca- 
pacity of twenty tons daily.

The books also 
show that Nov. -1, 1888, the Union [ron & 
Steel Company executed to A. F. Griffin 1,000 
$1,000 bonds payable in ten years at7 per 
cent interest, the payment of the same being 
secured by a mortgage upon the companys 
entire plant, subject, however, to the $500, 
mortgage above mentioned.

GULLED GRANGERS. 


The Victims of Fiemming & Merriam 
Beginning Their Suits in the Justice 
Courts—Aileged False Pretenses. 

The alleged commission firms of Flemming 
& Merriam, R. E. Kendall & Co:, and others, 
whose enormous schemes were so fully writ- 
ten up in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, will not have 
as smooth sailing in the future as they have 
had in the past, and some of the men may 
consider themselves fortunate if they do not 
find: themselves performing involuntary 
service for the State at Joliet. Tue 
TRIBUNE’s exposé of the matter caused 
a run on the offices of the alleged 
commission firms yesterday, and excited 
men of all ages who had given all the way 
from $10 to $2,000 for gaudy-looking certifi- 
cates of stock make vigorous and’ emphatic 
demands for money or satisfaction. Several 
of them did something else besides howling 
with rage and chagrin over their now plainly- 
to-be-seen credulity and want of fo ught. 
Their eagerness to accumulate money rapidly 
had made them temporarily blind. 

ABOUT HALF A DOZEN OF THE VICTIMS 
of Flemming & Merriam clubbed together 
and eng the firm of Gary, Cody & Gary 
to prosecute the bad pair criminally. No 
less than four warrants were sworn out be-

The first warrant was 
sworn out by John W. Webster, of Deering 
Station.

THE INMAN FIRE, 
LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 

New York, Feb. 1.—[Special.]—The de- 
struction of the Inman Line Pier No. 56, 
North River, and the damage to vessels 
moored about it caused a loss now estimated 
at $415,000. There will be a moderate amount 
of salvage. There is no doubt that the fire 
started in the gear-locker or rope-closet, and 
the first cause of its starting may be laid at 
the door of some surreptitious pipe-smoker. 
The pier was about 520 feet long and seventy- 
two broad, and was a “double decker.”’ It 
was built of inflammable materials, and 
covered with corrugated iron. That no life 
was lostis remarkable. On the plier and the 
Egypt, which was discharging her cargo, a 
stevedore had 150 ’longshoremen. .The fire 
at the start appeared to be very small and in- 
significant, but suddenly a dense column of 
smoke came and every one rushed toward 
the exit on the West street embankment 
The engineer had stopped the engine, so that 
the electric light at the pier gates went out, 
and many stumbled In groping their way to 


safety. . 
PANIC. 


Some crawled on their lands and knees to 
the gates, and upset. those who were in a 
hurry behind them. 

There was scomé alarm on the Egypt, and a 
number of fire some ’longshoremen, and 
two stewardesses iet themselves down by a 
rope to a hter loaded with cotton and 
clamored to taken off. The Egypt lay 
anchored off Leroy street from 8:40 o’clock 
to 1 o’clock, when tugs took her to the White 
Star Line pier, where she will discharge the 
remainder of her cargo and prepare fur sea 
by binding on new sails, setting up and *‘ serv- 
ing”’ rigging on the starboard side, getting in 
new boats on the starboard side davits, and 
scraping off and renewing biistered paint. 

LOSSES. 

The losses by the fire, so far as they could 
be estimated, will amount to about $415,000, 
The building on the pier belonging to the 
Inman Line, which is oy destroyed, was 
valued atabout $100,000, the machinery 
at about $25,000. There will probably be a 
salvage On the shed and machinery of about 
$15,000, leaving the total loss on these items 
about $110,000. 

There were stored on the pier for export 
8,000 boxes of cheese, fifteen es of cotton 
a number of bales of rags, several bales of 
rubber, and a small lot of wooden toys, the 
whole valued at about $20,000, and these were 
totally destroyed. The pier itself is dam- 
aged to the extent of about $15,000 by the 
burning of the plumbing and the charring of 
the piles. 

: _ INSURANCE. 

These items, amoonting in all to $175,000, 
represent the probable loss by the fire to the 
Inman Company. To cover it the line hoids 
a generalinsurance policy for $150,000 on 
merchandise on the pier; another for $80,000 
on yo Newel sheds; and a third for $21,000 on 
the machinery on the pier. The officers re- 
fused to state where this insurance was 
piaced, but the Dock Department heids 
policies amoun to $60,000 as ‘security for 
the rental of the pier, which ¥ ey @ year.

RETIRING AND PROMOTED PRESIDENTS. 
New York, Feb. 1.—[Special.|—The Uorn 

Exchange Bank at No. 13 William street very 
seldom makes any changes in its officers and 
clerks, and when a vaeancy does occur it is 
owing to the death or retirement of some 
trusted officer on account of ill-health after 
years of faithful service. Such a change 
took place a few days ago, when the Board 
of Directors met to aceept the resignauon of 
the veteran President, Mr. William A. Falls.

While they have been 
very lavish in the matter of making the com- 
merce of the Province, they have not forgot 
ten the agricultural interests. We have not 
learned that yet on the other side. I have no 
doubt that under proper management they 
will be highly successful, and greatly im- 
prove the quality of the butter.” Prof: 
We therell, of Boston, spoke in similar terms 
of the course the Ontario Government had 
taken in this regard.

PROTECTION FOR LUMBER. 

Messrs. A. A. Carpenter, A. G. Var Schaick. 
Addison Ballard, and Jesse Spalding, comprising 
a committee of lumbermen interested in defeat- 
ing the bill passed by the Senate and soon to 
come before the House of Representatives, pro- 
viding for the removal of the tariff on Canadian 
lumber, have prepared memorials to Congress 
which they are circulating for signatures, urg- 
ing that the biff be not passed. The memorial 
recites that the admission of Uanadian lumber 
will establish a ruinous competition with a traf- 
tic vee employment to fully 1,000,000 laborers 
and involving capita! of not less than $1,000,000,000 
in its prosecution; also that it would but be add- 
mg the present rate of duty to the value of Cana- 
dian stand timber, open up a competition 
injurious to American manufacturers, while not 
decreasing the cost of building material to the 
millions who form the consuming classes; 
further, that so iongas the Canadian Govern- 
ment retains the tax upon lumber imported into 
Canada, itis manifestly unjust to admit Cana- 
dian lumber free, while the American product, 
now largely in demandin Winnipeg and some 
other portions of the Dominion of Canada, ts 
burdened with a tax, thus effectually givi to 
the Canadian product the control of the markets 
of this country by the admission of their lumber 
product free in the Eastern States, whither it is 
most iargely imported; andas well control of 
the Western markets through their ability to 
exclude the American product, except upon 
payment of duties, from Winnipeg, to which 
their vwn lumber may be sent without duty. 

a A BIG CONTRACT. 

A contract importané to the City of Minneap- 
olis was awarded yesterday afternoon at the 
It is for 
the erection of the new West's Hotel, at Minne- 
apolis, whicb is to cost over $1,200,000. The 
present contract is for $857,000, the building to 
be finished by June 1, 1844, and includes only 
the brick, masonry, und iren-work. The buiid- 
ing will be thoroughly fireproof in every de- 
tall, nota wooden lath even being used in its 
construction. The style of the structure is or- 
nate classic, with Grecian and Roman treatment, 
oriole and bay windows being quite a feature. 
It will be seven stories high, and 190 by 170 teet, 
and contains 450 rooms. The first story will be 
of Joliet marble, and the rest of Louis 
pressed brick. L. 8S. Buffington is the architect, 
and bis idea is to have the dining-rooms and 
kitchens under the roof. This suggestion has 
not been accepted as yet, and the pians may be 
changed to conform to meet this idea. The first 
floor contains stores, barber-shop, bar, closets, 
etc., an exchange 70 by 90 feet, and the business 
office of the house. © second floor contains 
the dining-room, 60 by 100 feet, and 29 feet high, 
with an addition of aside room Wby DW feet, 
and a ladies’ ordinary } by & feet, as large as 
those of the Grand Pacific. The kitchen, on the 
same floor, will be 100 by 50 feet, anda model in 
its way. Theother floors will contain the guests’ 
rooms. All the latest and best improvements 
have been adopted, the owner being a practical 
hotel man, who has made bis fortune in the 
place where he now proposes to invest it.

ALABAMA’S TREASURER. 


No News of the Fugitive—His Wife’s 
Diamonds—Big Deals in 
Cotton. 


MonTGoMERY, Ala. Feb. 1—[Special.|— 
Mr. Trimble, who saw Vincent in Nashville 
Tuesday morning, says he gave no evidence 
of anything being wrong with him. He was 
in his usual spirits, and made no effort to 
conceal his identity. 

Itis now reported on good authority that 
Vincent’s wife has $20,000 worth of dia- 
monds. He made her a handsome present ef , 
diamonds as a New-Year’s giftone month 
ago. The real property he has bought is in 
his. wife’s name, but he left no ready money 
with her, and it is almost certain he carried 
but little money with him. Vincent speeu- 
lated likea Prince. Some of his deals in cot- 
ton embraced 10,000}bales, calling for $20,000 
margin. His deals were made through Fred 
Wollfe, of Montgomery and New York, and 
LB. RK. Smith & Co., of New York. 

A DISPATCH FROM WOLFFE. 

Wolffe telegraphs as‘ follows from New 
York: 

Reports from Montgomery do me an injustice. 
All orders for cotton, either to buy or sell’ for 
account of Vincent, were given to my office in 
Montgomery. and from there transmitted here 
for execution. Margins were deposited there, 
and thy books there, which aré open for inspeo- 
tion, will show every transaction. 

8. M. Levin, T. L. Glemer, and J. T. Middieton, 
who have beenin charge of my office, wili.con- 
firm this, and give any additional information. 

have never had any joint transaction 
in cotton or anything é¢ise with Vincent, and 
never bad money of his on loanin my pao 
sion. Whenever margin was required be de- 
pesited the money in Moatgomery, but never re- 
mitted any exchauge to me direct. I am in- 
formed he has made considerable cotton trans- 
actions through other houses in Montgomery, 
and the information required by the Commitice 
of Investigation will be cheerfully furnished by 
my ofhee in Montgomery. as well as here. On 
several occasions be ught exchange from 
banks in Montgomery in bisown favor in New 
York for remittance to banks in New York to 
pay interest on State boada. 

Wolffe telegraphs the Governor in similar 
terms, adding: “T. L. Gilmer, who has 
charge of my office, is instructed te give you 
or the committee any information you desire, 
and my books are open to you and the com- 


mittee.”’ 
The books of Wolffe’s bank are said by his 
agent here to show that the whole $119,000 


of exchange bought by Vincent at that bank 
went to cover cotton losses, and those inti- 
mate with Vincent say thathe could not have 
squandered more than $25,000 or $30,000 in 
his personal extravagance. The legislative 
committee is working quietly to discover to 
what extent parties in New York and those 
through whom he dealt had knowledge 
whence he got his money. 
THE MISSING BOOKS. 

The official bond and record book taken by 
Vincent from the offices of the Auditor and 
Secretary of Statehave not been recovered, 
and it is feared he destroyed them. 

Itis now thought that Vincent had used 
the State’s meney during his first term, and 
that when the legislative committee came to 
examine his office in 1880 he borrowed the 
money to make his balances good. He un- 
doubtedly expected to do the same thing this 
time, but the unknown source in New York 
from whence he expected to get it failed 
him. No defaications have been found later 
than last September. The only well-defined 
suspicion anybody had ever entertained of 
Vineent was that he was loaning the surplus 
money and drawing interest on it. any 
hold to this epinion still, and developments 
are expected to disclose where the parties are 
to whom he made the loans. Some of Vin- 
cent’s friends say he was the catspaw of 
sharpers, who gobbled up his money and 
cheated him with the idea he was losing it 
on cotton. 

The Selma Times is responsible for the 
statement that it has been long known in 
financiai circles. that Alabama’s account 
with the Merchants’ & Traders’ Bank, the 
State’s financial egent in New York, has 
been often and largely overdrawn. This 
eens is received with surprise in this 
city. 

BIG COTTON DEALS. 

The latest developments show that the 
money vositively went for futures. Vincent 
began in 500-bale deals, and from that to 
1,000, and finally 5,000 became his usual deal. 
Hie made some heavy gains, while he was 
losing on some deals as high as $15,000. Itis 
now generally believed that the Legislative 
Investigating Committee will have startling 
developments soon. 

FREDERICK WOLFFE’S CONNECrION WITH 
VINCEKT. 


New York, Feb. 1.—[{Special.]—Frederick 
Wolffe, the banker at William street and 
Exchange Place, was very much exercised 
today over the coupling of his name with 
that of the defaulting State-Treasurer Vin- 
cent in the dispatches from Montgomery, 
Ala. It was alleged that Vincent’s embar- 
rassmnent had been caused by loans to Wolffe, 
and that the books of Wolffe’s bank in Mont- 
gomery would show exchanges to the 
amount of $119,000 drawn on New York in 
favor of Wolffe. Mr. Wolffe said today: *I 
have never borrowed a dollarfrom Mr. Vin- 
cent, nor have I evér loaned him a dollar. All 
of his transactions with me have been 
through my bank in Montgomery. I have 
known for sometime that he speculated in 
cotton, and I regarded him as a pretty large 
speculator. He bought from 500 to 1,000 
and 2,000 bales at a time, and was 4 persist- 
ent ‘bull.’ No matter how the market stood 
he never aitered his views, but always 
bought for a rise. When I first met Vincent 
he was private secretary to the Governor of 
Alabama. He stood high in Mont 
gomery, and seemed to have money. 
Lately he has been regarded as a man 
of means. He has never had any eye 
with my house other than legitimate busi- 
ness transactions, and Ido not believe that 
his losses in all of bis dealings with my bank 
in Montgomery will figure up more than 
$50,000. I understand that Vincent specu- 
lated considerably through other houses in 
Montgomery, also in New Orleans.

Mir. Nickerson’s New Home. 

Mr. Nickerson's pew residence differs so ma- 
terially, especially in Mternal finish, from the 
many other homes of wealthy citizens of Chi- 
cago which have recently been thrown open to 
social circles that a detailed description must 
necessarily be of special interest at this time. 

One of the main features of this building is 
the absence of any plastering, either on walis or 
ceilings, in consequence of which no wall- paper 
has been employed. The spacious and magonifi- 
cent hail, which divides the building in two 
equal parts, is finished entirely in marbie. The 
rennaissance arghitecture of the hall gave a 
good opportunity to relieve the natural coidness 
of this material (so often observed) by employ- 
ing various colored marbles, thus producing a 
fine harmony of biending colors. The large, 
commodious double staircase leading to the 
third floor is aise constructed compieteiy of 
marble and iron, relieved with brenze. Bronze 
side-brackets and candelabra on the large 
landings serve for illuminatGon. . 
' To the left of this ball on the main floor are 
the sitting-room, the drawing-room, the library, 
and the art gallery, conuecting with each other 
by large sliding doors, thus giving an unbroken 
vista in its entire length. 

THE FIRST THREE ROOMS 

are finisbed in the Renaissance style of corre- 
spondiug periods, designating the characters of 
the rooins. The woodwark in general consists 
ot wainscoting. The ceiling is divided with 
wooden Deams, with frescoed canvas panei be- 
tween. The walis are covered with silk and 
tapestry.

These are 
decorated with alanthus leaves, the general tone 
corresponding with the covermg of the walls. 
The munotlepiece in this room, gn from 
other, is executed in onyx, with tnely chisele 
bronze and gilt ornaments. The draperies are of 
the same material as the Walls, relieved with’ 
a red. The iibrary is furnished in ebony, re- 

eved with carvings in apple-wood. High book- 
cases ornament the walis, which are covered 
with heavy silkin gold and olive. A paneled 
frieze with brackets in Italian Renaissance car- 
ries the paneled ceiling, with cassets decurated 
in olive, red, and gray. The draperies are a pro- 
duction of the Chicago Society. of -Decorative 
Art, in whicb Mrs. Nickerson takes a very 
active part. The ground of these draperies is 
of crimson silk plush, embroidered after special 
design in varying shades of green, with other 
compiemeotary colors edged with gold cord.

LIBRARY 

is a large art gallery with skylight. The wood- 
work corresponds with that of the library. For 
the accommodation of the large selection of 
etchings, art-journals, etc., the dado is formed 
by deep cases especially arranged therefor. 
The walls are covered with large canvas 
and decorated in two shades in a peculiar 
combination which forms a rich background 
without igterfering with the many magniticent 
and carefully-selected paintings, statues, etc.

PRIVATE TAX-GATHERERS.

Confab Hetween Oliver and Arthur— 
Tarift-Commissioner Oliver Wants the 
President to Let Him Collect Taxes 
on Anvils—The President is Afraid 
the Newspapers Wiil “Tambie to” 


. the Trick and Expose it. 

Wasntneron, D. C., Jan. 50.—The follow- 
ing report of a conversation between Presi- 
dent Arthur and W. H. Oliver, a member of 
the Tariff Commission, may edify those of 
our esteemed contemporaries which are the 
champions of the tariff monopolists: 

Mr. Oliver—You may know, Mr. President, 
that lam alarze mavufacturer of steel an- 
vils. which, by reason of the novelty of the 
material, the shape, and the efeet of the 
hammer used upon them, are eagerly sought 


by blacksmiths. 

President Arthur—I did not know of the 
anvils, but I did know, when I put you on 
the Tariff Commission, that you had a per- 
sonal and. pecuniary interest in the rates of 
duty on foreign fabrics made of iron or 


steel. 

Mr. Oliver—I wish the Government to au- 
thorize and empower me to levy and collecta 
tax on every biacksmith buying or using ny 
anvils, and I wish you would commend the plan 


to Congress, 

President Arthur—Why, my dear Mr. Oliver, 

how can the Government make a tax-gatherer 
of you and your associates in the tron-anvil 
busineds? The voters are restive even under 
the internal-revenue tax collected by Govern- 
ment olticers. I do not see why it should be so, 
but it is true that while the New- Yorkers toler- 
ate direct taxation for State purposes they don't 
like it for Federal purposes. I Bave asked Fre- 
linghuysen if it is so in New Jersey, and be tells 
me that it is, but even he can't explain the rea- 
son. 
Mr. Oliver—If Congress will only levy a duty 
of S20 oneach foreign anvil like mine coming 
hither from abroad | will take care of the other 
part of the operation, 

President Arthur—Are any anvils similar to 
yours made in Europe?’ 

Mr. Oliver—Ob, yes: in Belgium and in 
Prussia. The oew anvil was invented in Belgium. 

President Arthur—For what price can these 
anvils be bought abroad and entered in Dond in 
New York, duty unpaid? You see that | under- 
stand custom-bouse lingo. 

Mr. Oliver—For about $15 each. 

President Arthur—But would not $20 be a 
severe and cruel duty? 

Mr. Oliver—I think not, but on that point con- 
cessions could be made. What I wish is authority 
to levy an internal tax of some sort, even if 
small in the beginning, on every purchaser of 
my anvils, 

President Arthur—I must confess that I can- 
not understand your plan. Why not speak of it 
with Frelipgbuysen? 

Mr. Oliver—This is it! If Congress will dis- 
courage and restrain by a duty of $20.euch on 
every arriving Belgian or Prussian anvil like 
mine, then | and my associates wil bave a 
monopoly of the American market. Even pow— 
and my machinery is not yet perfected—! can 
make and sell the anvil tor 320 and make a 
profit. If Congress will levy a duty of $20 I can 
easily get $45 or more for my anvils. If the 
duty is not levied I must sell miue for 82). 

Presideot Arthur—Butif the duty of $20 pre- 
vents or nearly preveots any importations how 
will the Treasury be benefited ? 

Mr. Oliver—It won't be benefited much, but a 
majority of the voters won't see that. 

President Arthur—Don’'t be too certain! The 
newspapers are making it pretty clear—much 
clearer than it wasin i882. But I can’t yet un- 
derstand why you wist to be, or how you can 
be, a private tax-gatberer. Let usspeak witd 
Frelingabuysen ? 

Mr. Oliver—Why, don’t you see that if, under 
the pretense of raising money for the expenses 
of the Government, and for a new President's 
house which you wisb, Congress will do some- 
thing to keep out of the country the Belgian 
and Prussian anvils that will enabie me to ex- 
turt from every Amcrican buyer of one of my 
anvils a good round tax of $15? 

President Arthur—On! Now Idoseeit! But 
what possible excuse or reason can there be for 
the giving to you of such a taxing power? 

Mr. Viiver— None, mn fact, Dut we can pretend 
that ia case ofa toreign war Americans won't 
be @ompelied by “hook or by crook” to get 
Beivian or Prussian anvils or go without them. 
Aud then, too, we can pretend that by my mak- 
ing of anvils the wages of American workmen 
will be increased. 

President Arthur—But Frelinghuysen has said 
nothing to meabout a foreign war, and if there 
is no danger of it Congress cannot be legisiating 
as if such war were “in sight.”’ As to the wages, 
huw can Congress be assured that you will allow 
your workmen to participate in the profits of 
your new anvil business, which profits 
you are to reap by the aid of Congress, which is 
togive to you and your co-manufacturers of 
anvils amonvupoly? Will you submit your books 
and accounts to Congress, in order that Congress 
may ascertain the net earnings of your anvil 
business and may kuow what partof those net 
earnings you turn over to your workingmen? 

Mr. Oliver—Oh! wé couldn't submit our books 
to the inspection of the Government. That, you 
know, would be unreasonable. 

President Arthur—How auy more unreason- 
able than to demand a similar thing of railway 
corporatiens, a8 80 many of the several States 
of the Cnion now do, andas even many Con- 
gressmen propose to do? Look at the new Kail- 
way Commission in New York! You will be as 
much of a monopolist and more of a monopolist 
than any railway. The powerof the Govern- 
ment you ask tobe allowedto exercise is greater 
than any raiilwav exercises of which i have 
knowledge. In New York the railways cannot 
charge more than a specified price a miice and 
they aust pay taxes, but you anvilma*ers wiil 
be unrestrained as to prices, and you will have 
the power to tax every biacksmith who uses 
your anvils. 

Mr. Oliver—O! railways are monopolies! 

President Arthur—I wiil speak with Freling- 
huysen about your scheme to be madea private 
tax-gatherer, but it does not seem to me to be 
possible. No! Mr. Oliver. it won't do! But, as 

i said before, 1 will talk about it with Freling- 
buysen. whom you had better see. Be careful, 
whatever you do, not toteil Beck, who, being n 
Scotchman born, can't be President and may be 
the American Cobden of tariff reform! If there 
were not 80 many candidates tor the Speaker- 
sbip among the Democrats in the present House, 
and so many candidaies for the Presidency 
among the Democrats in the Senate, the coun- 


try would be set on fire by the issue of monop-

A Hindoo’s amdression of England. 

CALcuTTA, Jan. 14.—One of the native 
officers who recentiy visited England tur- 
nishes the following account of. his lmpres- 
sions to a local paper: “ Being a native of 
India,’ and having never before left it, L of 
course had no real idea of what England was, 
althuugh I had heard a great deal about it, 
its people, the woudrous things and great 
workshops there. After the campaign in 
Exypt it became known that certain of us 
were to visit the great country of which ours 
isa dependency; and when Ll was selected | 
beeame glad, a feelmg of pride pos- 
sessed me, and | prayed that God 
would long continue the reign of her 
Most Gracious Majesty the Queen. The others 
who were selected were also very giad, and un- 
tilthe day of our landing we speculated fari- 
ously as to what was to be seen. We went first 
to Liverpool, then by ra:lto London. Every- 
where we were heartily cheered, and the people 
seemed to know of our coming. We all consider 
London to be No, 1 piace in the world; we.do not 
think there could be another city iu the world 
toequalit. We never saw such crowds as were 
present at the review of the troops by the 
Queen. We fully appreciate the kindness ot 
her Majesty in pinauimg with herown hands the 
medals op our Dreasts, but she su:ied her bands 
vy touching us—we are too insignificant for her 
tv touecan. She inspected us at Buckingham I’al- 
ace, touched our swords, and said a féw kiud 
and eucvuraging words tv us. 

“On one occasion we went to see the Duke of 
Buckingham, who received us very cordially, 
and gave us an oppertunity of witnessing a little 
sport. Ten or tweive geutlemen, attended by 
about twenty bounds, furmed a honting party, 
and caught a fox, while we looked on. Never 
did we see sucht a great bear as the Polar bearin 
the Zodlogical Gardens. He seemed warm, 
while we were shivering with cold, The Na- 
tional Galiery, Weatminster Alrbey. the Houscs 
of Parliament, and every piace of note were 
seen by us; but I think, and my comrades agree 
wilh me, that nothing beats the Crystai Palace, 
Weali consider it tne handsomest building in 
London, and Windsor Castile Comes next. Wobat 
most took our fancy in the Crystal Palace was 
the picture of a battle in the Franco-tierman 
war. Everything in it looked likelite. We pr: 
fer it to the pictures in the National Gallery. It 
is the best picture in London, We liked the 
theatres and circuses, especiaily the latter, 
for the wonderful feats of borseman- 
ship and strength which were displayed. 
Many preferred seeing the performances vt! 
the dancing wirls, but we did not care much for 
the baifet. Une day two wen and myself went 
to Brighton to see Col. Campbeil, commanding 
our regiment. Brighton is very beautiful; | 
liked it better than London, and could live there 
torever. We bave seen more weaderful things 
apg oy thought of. Aimost everything was No. 
l. The women are pretty, the men brave and 
hospitable, and the country sucb that we do not 
think there is anotber iike it. Unfortunately, 
vuly two of us could speak English; but none 
were inconvenienced in any way, and we could 
nut bave been better attended tw. I bave stud- 
ied at Canning College, Lucknow: I pave passed 
the entrance examination at Caicutta Uuiversi- 
ty, and was in the first arts class, but, prefer- 
ring a military life, [wave up further studies.’

PARIS, Jan. 14.—The Temps, in along and 
evidently inspired article on Egypt, ac- 
knowledges that France is isolated, aud has 
received a rebulf from the quarter where she 
was least entitied to expect it. England has 
pronounced the deposition of France in 
Egypt, and that without even a pretext, tog 
uo proof has been given of the alleged in- 
convenience and friction of the Control. For 
the sake of a sop to the old Whig party, Mr. 
Gladstone has sacrificed the friendship of 
France; and the more his conduct is exam- 
ined the less excusabie is it. England seems to 
bave reasoned that Democratic France bad a 
great repuguance to military enterprises, and 
might safely, therefore, be expropriated; for 
thougb she wouid pout, she would eventually re- 
sign herseif toit. This reasoning is not honor- 
able, and may not be 80 politic as is fancied in 
powuing street. After commending M. 

uciercs course, which has thrown on 
Engiand the rupture of the negotiations, 
forcing her, after an acknowledgment that 
France was entitied to something, to declare 
that she would give her nothing, the Temps bids 
him to be prepared fora public explanawuon of 
bis position: 

“ If France does not mean to reply to Engiand 
by a.rupture or outburst, she means that satis- 
faction shaij be given to her offended -dignity, 
and She hopes the Cabinet has not waited a sin- 

gie day before taking up the attitude required 
be events.” 

Without explaining what it means by this sen- 
tence, the Temps proceeds to Suggest that En- 
giand may find berself invelved in difficulties 
which krench participation would have light- 
ened; that Russia ismot unlikely to protest if 
the English Protectorate becomes too marked. 
and may even seek an equivalent in Armenia: 
and that Austria may feel obliged to advance 
towards Salonica. *Itis not at all impossible 
that Mr. Gladstone’s Egyptian enterprise may 
end in reopening the Eastern question.”

The loeal money market was rather more 
active yesterday. The country demand for cur- 
rency continues light, but a fair local inquiry 
for ,;oans is reported at 7 per cent, with 8 paid 
occasionally for moderate sums. 

The large deiiveries of produce on "Change in- 
creased the bank cieurings yesterday, and thé 
first day of the munth brought in additional 
business in the way of settlements. 

4 The tocal bank ‘clearings yesterday aggre- 
gated $9,600,000, being an inerease of $3,000,000 
as compared with those of Wedoesday. 

The rumor of the suspension of the Union 
Iron & Steel Compuny was somewbut of a sur- 
prise. Though it was previously thought in 
bauking circles that the company bad spread 
out a good deal and was carrying a considerabie 
jwad, it was not supposed to be in serious trou- 
bie. The paper of the company is understood 
to be scattered over the country, being beid 
ebietly by those from whom supplies had been 
purchased, and it is believed that no large 
amountis beld by the banks.

The arrival_of a number of overdue 
steamers from FE urOpean ports has enabled im- 
porters to make fair deliveries of certain fabrics 
on account of Orders placed some time ago, and 
there was rather more inqgyiry for new spring 
goods by buyers for some of the more distant 
markets; but there was a lack ot spirit ia the de- 
mand, which may be attributed in some degree 
to the agitation of the tariff question in Con- 
gress. itis, however, thoughtin well-informed 
quarters that the outiook for a ‘air spring trade 
is promising, anda more active movement in 
toreign goods is likely te be developed in the 
early future.

tailers are “ cutting’ to an unusual extent, and 
seliing many fali and winter gouds without the 
least margin of profit, if not at a positive loss, 
because of the keen competition at present ex- 
isting in this city.

A New Dictionary. 

New York, Jan. 28.—The present week is un- 
usually fullof announcements ot books, and it 
looks very muchas though the best part of the 
book season is yet to come. »Perhaps the most 
important announcement made so far is that of 
the revision of the Imperial Dictionary by the 
Century Company. It bas been known for some 
time past that the Century Company bad made ar- 
rungements with Messrs, Biackie & Sous to sell 
the English edition of the Imperiai Dictionary 
in this market, but it is only just known that 
they are at work upoi a revision of this diction- 
ary fer the American public. In the mean- 
time, bowever, they wiil sell the English 
edition, which has been the standard Envtish 
dictionary for the last twenty-five 
rears. The American revision is in charge of 

‘rot. Whitney, of Yale College, who is probably 
the best of living philologists. Prof. Whitney 
will be assisted by a corps of schoijars, and the 
work wili take ut least ten years before it is com- 
pieted. Whether it wilitake the place of Wcb- 
ster or Worcester remains to be seen. The pub- 
lishers, of course, think that it will, and they 
have good reason for their belief. Tae English 
edition of this dictionary was to have been 
brought out herein December, but there bave 
been some copyright difficulties woich are now 
settied: and it will be brought out in Maren. 
Unlike the Webster and Worcester, the Imperial 
is in four volumes. It is printed with large 
type, and the illustrations are profuse and scat- 
tered through the text.

Mow to Save Cattic on Bough Ocean 
Voyages. 

One of the practical difficulties in the safe 
trausport of live stock from A™erica to England 
is to secure eflicient ventiladien in rough weath- 
er. When the hatcves are bettened down to keep 
out the water the cuftie below are often asphyx- 
iated, and a considerable mortality, e¢peciaity in 
winter weather, is the result. An interesting 
experiment designed to obviate this incopven- 
ience and loss has been mude by the Warren 
Company in their new steamer, the Victoria, 
trading between Bostou and the Mersey. The 
vessel is fitted with four funnele—not in line, 
but in sets of two—one tunnel inside the other, 
with a space of about twelve inches between.

The committee desire to express regret that 
the representatives of the several trausporta- 
tion lines pamed by you seem to have acted 
from a very imperteet kuowledye of the reasons 
waich induced the Board of Directors to take 
the action they feitit thetr duty to do ia respect 
to the representatives of the Star Uniod Line. 

It is not true, as you intimate, that the gen- 
tlemen understand it to be that the board bus 
virtually required that ali railway lines baving 
a represeatative on the floor of the exchange 
are, by that act, bound to recognize any rule of 
the board in respect to arbitration. In fact, the 
board bas nu ruie which compels any one to sub- 
mit to arbitration under its rules, unless they do 
so voluntarily, 

The tacts in the particuiar case on which the 
acdon complained of was bad were. briefly: 
That Mr. J. C. Hately, overtwo vears éinece, 
shipped by the Star Union Line. ona througa 
bill of lading, to Engiand, a quantity of meats. 
These meuts were advertised to the line to be 
of a per:shable nature by the fact that they 
were shipyed from Cadicaygo im refrigerator cars 
and iced. Frow some cause, appareativ by lack 
of prompt attention to business on the part of 
the representatives of the line at New ) ork, 
steamer room was not secured for the meats 
at or wear the time of their arrival at the 
seaboard, and the property was permitted to be 
mure or iess exposed to the intense beat of the 
sun fur some seveuteen days before it went ou 
board the siéamer. On arrivalat descination 
the meats were found to be epviled, which fact, 
Mr. Hately claims, was the result of this expos- 
ure before the property left the controt of the 
Star Union Line. Mr. Hately claimed damage for 
the lack of proper care of the property by the 
Star Union Line, but without receiving the at- 
tention be felt was his due, and uver six months 
since bromgbt &@ complaint againat the agents of 
the line. The complaint was brought to their 
attention, and the facts were investigated sufti- 
ciently by the Board of Directors to warrant 
their recommending that the matter of the claiin 
be submitted to arbitration. No formof arbi- 
tration was stated in that recommendation, and 
any that the parties could agree upon would 
have complied with Wat sugresetion. The Star 
Union Line declined to do an;thing about the 
Inatter, and intimated that whatever recourse 
Mr. Hately bad be must seek through the courts. 

Such a position would not be tolerated in a 
member of the board, and as the terms upon 
which the agents of this line were granted the 
privileges of the exchange room siated in sub- 
stance that these privileges were forfeitabie for 
delinquencies which would subject a member to 
discipline, the board felt, and still feels, that it 
could not do less than take the action it has in 
respect to this matter, and if the railway lives 
insist that a claim of this sort, which is prima 
facie a proper one, can only be adjusted by the 
dilatory proceedings of a court of law, which in 
such a cuse cun be easily delayed for years, we 
are clear that sucha fact ought to be under- 
stood by patrons of the lines, 

We may, perhaps, properly refer to additional! 
aciion, not intimated in your letter, whivi the 
several lines represented by you have seen fit to 
take, in refusing to supply the board with in- 
formation of the mov@hents of property over 
their lines. This we revret.as it is depriving 
not only the board but also merchants of the 
country of valuable information desirable. but 
of course not absolutely necessary, to the pros- 
ecuticn of their business.

The Wabash to Have a New Freight- 
Shed and Dock ou Sixteenth Street—

Reorganized Saturday. 

Mr. A. L. Hopkins, Vice-President of the Wa- 
bash, bad a conference yesterday with Presi- 
dent 8. KR. Callaway and Vice-President Andrew 
Crawford, of the Western Indiauva, and an ar- 
rangement was made for the erection of a 
freight-shed on the dock at Sixteenth street and 
the constrution of side-track to that point for 
the accommodation of the roliing freight of the 
Wabash in connection with vessels and steam- 
ers. 

A meeting of the Directors of the Western In- 
diana will probably be held Saturday ino this city 
for the purpose of reorganizing the Belt iine. Lt 
is proposed to operate it as a separate company, 
and to invite all the railroads centering in this 
city to become joint owners:and participate fu 
the management. By tais means itis believed 
the Bett Line can be operated much more suc- 


| cessfully than it could if owned and operated by 


the five companies waich now owa the Western 
Indiana Raiiroad Company, asit willbe to the 
interest of all roads which may become part 
owners to use the line for transter business. 

No new steps have lately been taken regarding 
the extension of the Western Indiana north 
from Twelfth street. ‘The company still bas 
hopes that it may be able to extend the road 
north from Twelfth street aloox the live of 
Dearboru street as far as Harrison, and it will 
oppose the openigg of the sirect until all re- 
sources have vLeea exhausted.

CAPITAL STOCK AND DEBT. 

Capital stock issued by Wisconsiu railroad 
corporauons aggrerates $638,997,000.83 for this 
State. Last year the proportion for Wisconsin 
was reported as being $75.570,880.44, or $0,573,- 
54.61 more than the present year. The amount 
of stock per mile of road averages in Wisconsin 
$20,568.60, and on whole line $17,035.28. The total 
of bonded indebtedness is reported for Wiscon- 
sin at $70,603,029.56, and on whole line at $190,- 
570,675, as to $64,958,022.61 for Wisconsin and 
$.168,325,085 for whole line in 1881. The unfunded 
debt is reported for Wisconsin at #$2,808,550.85, 
and for whole line $7.361,601.30, making the 
total of capital stock and debt in Wisconsin 
$142,402,.620.04, or $1,500,106.19 more than 
total cust of road reported. The total debt aver- 
ages in Wisconsin $21,516.08 per mile, and total 
of stock and debt $41,554.66, or $2,878 more than 
the average cost per mile of road.

During the calendar year 1882 there were 
built in Wisconsin 390,29 miles.

LICENSE FERS, 

The total income to the State from railroad 
license tees for the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 
INk2, was $5568.58, Sleeping-car companies 
pay no license fee, neither are they compelled 
to nake reports, and the Commissioner recom- 
menuds that they be hereafter requirea to do so. 
A billis now before the Legisiature to oblige 
them tu make detalled reports and pay a fee of 
2% percent on cheir gross carnings, and it will 
undoubtediy pase. 

In the matter of 

RAILROAD AID, 
the Commissioner thinks that a two-thirds pop- 
ular vote shuuld be required in couaties and 
towns for this purpose, or else the privilege be 
wholly repealed. 

The report closes with the statement that the 
railroad department is working smoothly, and 
undoubtedly in a beneficial manner for all con- 
cerned. The companies are prompt and ample 
in their reports, and exceedingly courteous. Mr. 
Haugen concludes as follows: 

* The Commissioner has considered his posi- 
tion that of a mediator, and, as disputes and 
iwisunderstands will naturaily arise in the de- 
tails of a business so far-reaching and diversi- 
fed as is that of railrouds, he bas acted in the 
spirit of arbitrator whenever complaints have 
been lodged with big, @@eming such-a course 
the most beneficent to the community at large, 
as well as being the real spirit of the law estab- 
lishing the office. In the matter of complaints 
he has given the law a liberal construction, con- 
siiering the substance of more importance than 
form. in noinstance have the companies ob- 
jected to their consideration for the reason that 
they were nvtin proper form.”

The Gould Lines aud Their Effort to 
Force the Live-Stock Business to St. 
Louis, 

The St. Louls Republican has the following re- 
earding the attemptsof Jay Gould to divert the 
Texas cattle business to St. Louis: 

The Gould system will make a strong effort 
this seasow to capture the bulk of the Texas cat- 
tie en route to the Kast and the seaboard. Ever 
since last fail the Directories of the Missouri 
Pacific, 8t. Louis, [ron Mountain & Southern, 
Texas & Paelfic, Interpational & Great 
Northern, and Missouri, Kansas & ‘Texas 
Railroads have been laying plans to in- 
duce shippers to patronize these lines alto- 
getber. A manager bas been selected, Mr. L. 
Db. Voak, formerly of the Chicago & Alton 
Kailroad, anda gentleman thoroughly conver- 
sant with the live-stock interest of the West, 
and who last year worked so much business for 
the Chicago & Alton Road. Mr. Voak bas set 
himseit to work, selected his agents and clerks, 
and was likewise given a carte bianche, so to 
speak, ia making changesin the manoer and 
mode of transporting cattle on the Gould sys- 
tein. All contracts will be from way stations in 
‘Texas, Colorado, New Mexico, Indian Territory, 
Kansas, and Missouri to St. Louis. All stock to 
receive bottom ftgures in way of freight charges 
must be billed to or via St. Louis. The 
eutire sehedule of rates are revised and lowered 
considerably, from $5 to $40 per car according to 
distance from St. Louis. In times gone by it 
cost but very little more to ship a car-load of 
cattle from Kaneas City to Chicago than to St. 
Louis. Alii this is now changed. Then the run- 
ning time of stock trains will be shortened 
many bours, thus taking off one and two feeds 
between Texas and this citv. Also every in- 
ducement will be made to get the Chicago stock 
to come via St. Louis and receive one feed bere. 

A Republican reporter in conversation yester- 
day with the General Live-Stock Agent, Mr. L. 
Db. Voak, was informed that the work had aii 
been taid out and everything fixed so that this 
immense trade, much of which went by way of 
Katisus City beretofore, was bound to be édi- 
verted. It could not be otherwise. The facili- 
ties that are offered cannot be improved upon; 
then the rates were lower and many iarge con- 
tracts already wade, 80 that in case the Gould 
system would not haul more stock than the 
contracts already made the increase over 
last season's business would be fully 25 
per cent. Texas horses and Texas sheep 
are also included in the general arrange- 
ments, so that it may be safely asserted that the 
receipts of cattie at St. Louis for the year 1883 
will run into miltions. The receipts of sheep 
will be doubled. St. Louis is now the largest 
sheep market in the United States, and the 
largest horee and mule market in the world. It 
was retnarked formerly that St. Louis would be 
the iarwest live-stock centre in the world if she 
was not 80 outrageously discriminated against 
by all the railroads. At last she is to receive 
her just dues, and with the placing on an equal 
footing with Chicago the prospect of her in- 
creasivg live-stock trade is quite flattering to 
say the least.
